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LTHOUGH there is a sense in which Nazareth was 
A the birthplace of Christianity, the above picture 
shows that the town has an old Mosque and slen- 
der Minaret, indicating its Mohammedan characteristics. 
Nazareth was the home of Joseph and Mary; there the 
angel announced the birth of the Messiah, and thither 
Joseph brought Mary and Jesus after the sojourn into 
Egypt; here Jesus grew to manhood and taught in the 
synagogue. The above picture was taken near the tradi- 
tional site of Joseph’s carpenter shop, at noon in midsum- 
mer, when the cool breeze was coming up from the plain 
of Esdraelon to sigh through the branches of the dark 
cypress trees. The present population of Nazareth is 
about five thousand. 
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MUSSOLINI AND PROPHECY 


USSOLINI has created a new thing 

on the earth—Fascism. He evolved 
it out of Socialism and Bolshevism. His 
political philosophy has passed through 
several revolutionary changes. 


First he was a daring young indi- 
vidual, who for the sake of a thrill, 
would have gladly tipped the earth off 
of its axis, had it been in his power to 
do so. Later his youthful sponsaniety 
found expression in the philosophy of 
Machiavelli and he became an advocate 
of Liberalism. At that stage of his 
development he could have qualified, in 
all probability, for a position as a “hot- 
dog boy” on the Roosevelt Brain Trust. 


The drift continued and he_ soon 
found himself a radical Socialist. By 
this time he was trying to slake his 
thirst at the fountain of Marx and En- 
gels. He became an out and out Com- 
munist and friend of Lenin. But with 
a brain bulging full of originality he 
soon lost interest in Communism and 
became obsessed with the idea that he 
should build something altogether new. 


A Man of Iron 


He turned against the Reds and be- 
came their bitterest foe. With smash- 
ing blows he destroyed their power in 
Italy. This broke Lenin’s heart who 
later said to a delegation of Italian So- 
cialists in Russia: “Mussolini? A 
great pity he is lost to us! He is a 
strong man, who would have led our 
party to victory.” Trotsky voiced the 
same feeling: “You have lost your 
trump card; the only man who could 
have carried through a revolution (in 
Italy) was Mussolini.” 


He was the man selected by destiny 
to revive and mould the Roman spirit 
of bygone days. Children study in 
history books about the “iron legions 
of Rome”. This harmonizes with the 
prophecy of the second chapter of Dan- 
iel in which Nebuchadnezzar saw a 
great prophetic image that represent- 
ed the five world empires which would 
control the earth. The image’s head 
of gold referred to old Babylon, the 
breast of silver was the Medo-Persian 
Empire, the belly of brass represented 
ancient Greece, while the legs of iron 
referred to Rome. We are now enter- 
ing the feet composed of ten toes of 
iron and clay which will cover the 
boundaries of the historic Roman Em- 
pire when the final fifth kingdom is 
set up. 


Mussolini is filling an important place 
in the scheme of age-end prophecy by 
energizing the world, particularly Eu- 
rope, with the spirit of old Rome. He 
says: “My father was a_ blacksmith. 
He bent iron. I bend souls.” 


The Spirit of the Caesars 

How Mussolini organized his black 
shirts, fought the Italian Communists, 
overthrew the government, and set up 
a dictatorship in October 1922, is a well 
known story. When he needed an em- 
blem to convey his political ideal, he 
turned back the pages of history to 
the lictors of ancient Rome, who car- 
ried bundles of sticks called fasces as 
symbols of authority. 
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His doctrine soon became known as 
Fascism. 

How ‘far he drifted from Communism 
may be seen from a later utterance: 
“I do not intend to defend capitalism 
or capitalists. They, like everything 
human, have their defects. I only say 
that their possibilities of usefulness 
are not yet ended. Society has already 
assimilated some portion of Socialistic 
doctrines, which it has been able to 
adopt without evil results. .. Capital- 
ism has borne the monstrous burden 
of war and today still has the strength 
to shoulder the burdens of peace... . 
It is not simply and solely an accumu- 
lation of wealth, it is an elaboration, 
a selection, a co-ordination of values 
which is the work of centuries. Cap- 
italism, spreading from Europe, will

cover the whole world. The shoulders 
of the proletariat are not yet strong 
enough to bear the terrific burden of 
civilizing such areas. The proletariat 
must fllew in the wake of the capital- 
ists and at a given moment come to 
terms with them, dividing the spoils 
and sweeping aside all the parasites 
of both Right or Left who live on the 
margin of production.” 


Actuated by the same spirit of the 
Caesars that brought the whole civil- 
ized world under Roman dominion, 
Mussolini is perhaps the greatest liv- 
ing egotist. He believes in his own 
destiny and even ventured the asser- 
tion, on one occasion, that he would 
shake his fist in God’s face, should Deity 
threaten to interfere with his plans. He 
possesses an indomitable will and a 
profound knowledge of the occult 
sciences. As a young man he delved 
deep into Spiritualism and has con- 
tinued along those lines even down to 


the present time. He has been called 
a “black magician.” 
The Corporative State 
Mussolini has taken from the Italian 


people the last vestige of personal | 


rights. Some of his earliest public ut- 
terances were slurs against Democ- 
racy. Neither Fascism or Commun- 
ism has the least respect for individual 
liberty. 

Personal rights are subordinated to 
the so-called “public good”—which is 
another way for saying that freedom 
of speech, freedom of press, freedom 
of worship, right to vote, and initiative 
in industry, are all lost. It means the 
crucifixion of “Rugged Individualism.” 
Parenthetically, it should be remarked 
that the United States is standing at 
the crossroads right now between Fas- 
cism, Communism, and Democracy. 

Dr. William A. Wirt said in his 
statement to Congress on April 10th: 
“The fundamental trouble with the 
Brain Trusters is, that they start with 
a false assumption. They insist that 
the America of Washington, Jefferson, 
and Lincoln must first be destroyed 
and then on the ruins they will recon- 
struct an America after their own pat- 
tern.” 

It is shocking to the average Amer- 


ican to think of parting with the per-' 


sonal liberty for which his forefathers 
fought, bled, and died. But the recent 
demands of the Roosevelt Brain Trust, 
under the claim of economic necessity, 
have caused many a citizen to revolt in 
his heart. It remains to be seen wheth- 
er or not enough sentiment will be 
created to bring the country back to 
Democratic government. And thé 
strange thing is that, when the people 
elected Franklin D. Roosevelt, they did 
not have the slightest idea that a 
change in the social order was contem- 
plated, nor was it referred to in any 
manner, shape or form in his political 
platform. 

Mussolini recently invented a super- 
NRA called the “Corporative State” 
which, considered in the light of holy 
prophecy, fairly breathes the spirit of 
Antichrist. Its slogan is: “All within 
the State—all for the State.” This 
merely means that the Dictatorship at 
the top, reinforced by the army, navy 
and secret service department, controls 
everything and everybody, in ever 
way. Whether Americans like to thin 
of it or not, the stubborn fact remains, 
that the so-called Recovery Program is 
headed straight toward Regimentation 
and Collectivism. Congressmen in 
Washington who have voted away the 
rights of the people in the present ses- 
sion of Congress may not be fully 
aware of their folly—as far as a Demo- 
cratic government is concerned. 


All governments are tending toward 
Dictatorship at the present time. The 
movement is world-wide, as if planned 
by international conspirators. Is there 
any possibility of America standing 
like an oasis in the desert of humanity 
for the preservation of liberty for the 
masses of her citizens? There is such

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A MACHINE WITH A SOUL 


Hagen daily newspapers and current 
secular magazines are full of re- 
ports, these days, that have a prophetic 
meaning. In big, black headlines, the 
magazine Liberty, of April 14, an- 
nounced that a young scientific invent- 
or had “created a miracle, MA- 
CHINE WITH A SOUL.” 


As the needle on a compass points 
north, so also the mind of a prophetic 
student, would instinctively turn to- 
ward Revelation 13:15 upon reading 
the account of such a feat. 


But in order to get a proper perspec- 
tive concerning all that is implied by 
scientists in their frantic effort to in- 
vent a living machine, it is necessary 
to consider the thirteenth chapter of 
Revelation in its entirety. By this 
means we can gain an understanding of 
the Satanic genius behind such imagi- 
native creations as the Frankenstein 
monster, the Golem, and the New Eve. 


Two Beasts 


Two beasts are described in Revela- 
tion thirteen. They represent two col- 
ossal personages who will stand head 
and shoulders above the millions of 
earth during the closing period of the 
They are called the 
and “second” beasts. One comes 
“out of the sea”; the other “out of the 
earth.” 


The “sea” represents rolling, roar- 
ing waves, unsettled, anarchic condi- 
tions, violent international upheavals. 
This will be the condition of the world 
-when the first beast arises to gag 
humanity into the most powerful and 
brutal dictatorship that will ever exist. 


The second beast arises later, out of: 


the “earth”, after the revolutions are 
passed and an orderly system of 
government of the Fascist and Com- 
munist type has been set up by the 
first beast. 


The first is the Antichrist. The 
second is the False Prophet. Many 
scholars believe that Antichrist will be 
a Jew because he is prophecied to be 
a counterfeit of Christ — and our Lord 
came to earth dressed in the garb of 
a Jew. It is also a fact that Israel will 
foist Antichrist upon the world as their 
Messiah. Moreover, Daniel says: “Nei- 
ther shall he regard the God of his 
fathers, nor the desire of women, nor 
regard any god.”

Notice also that he is to be a 
celibate like chancellor Hitler appears 
to be today. The twenty-four docu- 
ments known as The Protocols, which 
many Jews are denying so vigorously, 
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make provision for exactly such a.

After declaring their intention of 
tearing down all Gentile governments, 
morals, and religions, The Protocols 
quote the inner circle of international 
financial wizards at the top of apostate 
Jewry as saying: “In our hands is the 
greatest power of our day — gold: in 
two days we can procure from our 
store-houses any quantity we may 
please.... We are aware that the gold 
standard has been the ruin of _ the 
nations which adopted it, for they have 
not been able to satisfy the demands 
for money, the more so that we have 
removed gold from circulation as far 
as possible. ... When we introduced 
into the State organism the poison of 
Liberalism, its whole political com- 
plexion underwent a change. States 
have been seized with a mortal illness 
—blood-poisoning. All that remains 
it to await the end of their death agony 
.... Our super-government subsists in 
extra-legal conditions which are de- 
scribed in the accepted terminology by 
the energetic and forcible word—Dic- 
tatorship. ...In every way possible we 
must develop the significance of our 
super-government by representing it as 
the protector and _ benefactor of all 
those who voluntarily submit to us... 
Our kingdom will be distinguished by 
a despotism of such magnificent pro- 
portions as to be at any moment, and 
in every place, in a position to wipe 
out any Gentiles who oppose us by deed 
or word. ... Ever since that time we 
have been leading the people from one 
disenchantment to another so that in 
the end they should turn in favor of 














that King-despot of the blood of Zion, 
whom we are preparing for the world. 
.... The supreme Lord will replace all 
now existing rulers. ... The King of 
the Jews must not be at the mercy of 
his passions, and especially of sensuali- 
ty... . Sensuality worse than all else 
disorganizes the capacities of the mind 
and clearness of views. ... The Su- 
preme Lord of all the world must sacri- 
fice to his people all personal inclina- 
tions.” ' 

By comparing the fore-going quota- 
tions with the plain prophecies of 
Scripture which describe the coming of 
Antichrist, it will be seen that they 
harmonize with absolute exactness. In 
other words, The Protocols appear to 
have been revealed to the world as an 
act of God, so that the saints could un- 
derstand HOW the Antichrist plot is 
being worked out for the capturing of 
the entire human family. Compare the 
above extracts from The Protocols for 
instance, with Daniel 11:36-37, John 5: 
43, I John 4:22, and II Thessalonians 
2:3-10. 

The Protocols were exposed in 1905. 
Since then, the convulsions of the na- 
tions have occurred as outlined. They 
used the word Dictatorship fifteen 
years before the rise of Communism 
and Fascism.

AndI sawa 
beast coming up out of the sea, having 
ten horns and seven heads, and upon 
his horns ten diadems, and upon his 
head names of blasphemy.” (Author- 
ized Version.) 


These ten horns are identical with 
the ten toes of the image described in 
the latter part of the second chapter of 
Daniel and refer to the rise of ten war 
lords within the boundary line of the 
revived Roman Empire. They also co- 
incide with the horns of the fourth 
beast (old Rome) of Daniel 7:23,25. 
The seven heads may refer to the fact 
that the ancient Roman Empire had six 
forms of government, and when re- 
vived the seventh will be established.

“GABRIEL Over the White House” 
was the name of a recent motion pic- 
ture which did much to inflame the 
American people toward dictatorship.

A Martyr for the Faith 


A Christian man who now lives in 
Canada, having succeeded in getting 
out of Russia, wrote on March 10th: 


“It is generally known that letter 
writing with people in Russia almost 
died out long ago. It became about im- 
possible to get letters to people in Rus- 
sia or to receive letters from them, 
the censorship being so severe. Now it 
seems that this situation is somewhat 
improving and more letters are coming 
across the ocean. So we have, after 
five months of waiting, finally received 
news from over there, from my brother, 
Jacob Bargen and wife. 


“On June 6, 1933, my dear Mother 
wrote me that no one from our family 
had yet died of starvation like others 
around them, but they had _ suffered 
much of hunger, and had lived upon 
grass and weeds for lengths of time. 
This was last spring, March, April, and 
May. In her letter she said mail and 
packages had come to her from neigh- 
bors who got out of Russia to the 
United States and Switzerland. 


“Brother William was yet able to get 
mail from Torgsin Kriwo-Rog, but as 
he had suffered much from under-nour- 
ishment, he passed away in June. A 
few days later his son Jacob also died. 


“Brother William had written me in 
March 19338 that he had just gotten out 


of prison, and of his bitter experience 
while there. 

“All that he would have needed do 
to gain his freedom would have been to 
deny his faith in God, the Son of God, 
and the Bible. If he had done this, his 
situation would have been a different 
one. However, he was faithful to the 
end, and all the pressing from the 
OGPU, he refused to do so, but said he 
would be willing to serve the Soviets in 
as far as his conscience was not hurt, 
and refused to sign the paper against 
God that they laid before him. 

“They kept him in awful imprison- 
ment. He had to go without a’‘bite to 
eat for 36 days. He gave his life for 
his faith. He was released from pris- 
on, but so weak, that he paid his life 
for it. 


“Brother Jacob is also behind lock 
and key, and poor Mother is with her 
grandchildren, Peter, Henry, Tena, anid 
Marie. My sister and her husband had 
to flee from the village where he was a 
minister.” 


Another letter which I received re- 
cently from a minister in Canada who 
also escaped from Russia a few years 
ago, says: “My brother died in Russia 
for want of bread in July. I was not 
able to mail him any money which 
would have got him through till the 
new crop.”

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in Russia. In order to win favor with 
the leaders, sad to say, many profess- 
ing Christians have been less heroic 
than those described above. They have 
denied God so that they might live. 


War on the Saints 

Dr. Patmont says in his book The 
Mystery of Iniquity: ‘The Soviet gov- 
ernment has minced no words in ex- 
pressing determination to destroy the 
Church and exterminate its members. 
Traveling through the Trans-Baikal re- 
gion, the writer had many opportuni- 
ties to make first-hand observations of 
the methods which were used to poison 
the minds of the school children with 
Communistic radicalism. . After the 
singing of revolutionary hymns—na- 
tional and folk songs are never sung-—- 
the children must recite from the Com- 
munist catechism which contains not 
only a complete condemnation of the 
entire old order, but also ridicules faith 
in God and the Christian religion.” 


Dr. Patmont devotes many pages of 
his book to a description of the tor- 
tures inflicted upon Christians. Page 
21: “In February, 1929, one hundred 
prisoners were taken out of Solovetsky 
prison and ordered to dig their graves. 
Thereafter, their legs and arms were 
chopped off, and they were then thrown 
into the graves, where they died in un- 
speakable agony. A Russian priest was 
executed in the following manner: His 
arms and legs were broken, and he was 
shamefully mutilated otherwise. Wood- 
en pegs then were driven into his head 
through the temples. To complete 
their work, his devilish torturers poured 
molten lead into his mouth, whereupon 
he was thrown into a cauldron of hot 
water.” 

What Christian women are enduring 
in the anti-Christ land of the Soviets is 
simply too horrible for words. Dr. Pat- 
mont says: ‘Women and girls are com- 
pelled to accept the advances of the 
cruel guards. Expectant mothers are 
often taken to the forest, never to re- 
turn.” The booklet, Solovky, an- 
nounced elsewhere in this Defender 
will give the Reader an even clearer 
understanding of what imprisonment 
means for a Christian in Russia. 


“Liquidating” the Kulaks 

Taken as a whole, the Kulaks were 
perhaps the most prosperous and reli- 
gious people of Russia prior to the 
coming of the Reds. Neither Keren- 
sky’s Liberalism or Lenin’s Bolshevisin 
appealed to them. They were a peace- 
loving, industrious and upright people. 


Moscow was determined to wipe 
them out, fearing that because of their 
moral strength they might some day 
successfully resist the revolution. 
Therefore the Kulaks have, for several 
years, been subjected to the most in- 
human treatment of which the mind of 
man is capable of conceiving. Their 
only crime was the fact that they were 
prosperous and religious. 

When Communists destroy something 
that has been built up by constructive 


effort they call it “liquidating”. They 


hope to “liquidate” America. 


Let us turn to Carveth Wells’ new 
book Kapoot which was written after 
the Author had travelled through Sov- 
ietland in 1932. On pages 114-115 we 
read: 


“The extraordinary thing was that 
the farther we penetrated into the 
Ukraine, which used to be the ‘Granary 
of Russia’, the less food there was and 
the more starvation to be seen on every 
side. Hour after hour the train passed 
through country that looked very much 
like North Dakota or Saskatchewan ex- 
cept that it was covered with weeds as 
far as the eye could see. 


“Farm houses were in ruins every- 
where, roofs gone, fences broken down, 
wagons without wheels, farming im- 
plements lying about in every stage of 
kapootness while _ wretched-looking 
peasants with rags tied around their 
feet were to be seen wandering about 
aimlessly and watching the train go by 
without a smile on their faces. Many 
of the passengers waved to them, but 
without response. None of us knew 
what tragedies had been enacted here 
as a result of trying to force the people 
to join collectivized farms and the 
liquidating of the Kulaks. Once or 
twice a day we would pass a long 
freight train that had been shunted in- 
to a siding to permit our passage, load- 
ed with so-called Kulaks who were be- 
ing transported to Siberia, where they 
would be liquidated by Nature or by 
the bullet of a taskmaster in a lumber 
camp. 


“The sight of these poor people, rid- 
ing behind the bars of cattle trucks was 
pitiful. Here in the United States it 
is not permitted to transport even 
sheep or cattle without regular rests, 
where the animals are removed from 
the train, fed, watered and allowed to 
recuperate. Even though destined for 
the stockyards of Chicago for slaugh- 
ter, our livestock are humanely treated, 
and sick animals are placed in special 
pens and allowed to get well again be- 
fore continuing their journey to the 
butcher. Not so in the Ukraine and the 
North Caucasus! 


“We ourselves happened to be pass- 
ing through the Ukraine and the Cau- 
casus in the very midst of the famine 
in July, 1932. From the train windows, 
children could be seen eating grass. 
The sight of small children with stom- 
achs enormously distended is not at all 
uncommon in Africa or other tropical 
countries, but this was the first time 
I had ever seen white children in such 
a state.” 

An Illustration 

I am thinking now of a recent con- 
versation that I had with a friend from 
Russia who past through the revolu- 
tion, lived a few years under the reign 
of the Reds, and later made his way to 
America. 


He was a thrifty Kulak. All of his 
relatives were Kulaks. His father was 
a preacher of the Gospel. They lived 
in Chlobogje, a town of 600 population 


in south Russia. Naturally such a com- 
munity could not be expected to react 
favorably to the new rulers in Moscow 
who by the secret police system were 
already beginning to “show their teeth” 
even to the far flung corners of the 
country. 

The “liquidating” process soon got 
under way in my friend’s locality. Sol- 
diers were sent out to create reigns of 
terror and general havoc. They took 
charge of the quiet little community 
and within a short time had plundered 
and pillaged everything. 

My friend’s father was forced to 
throw his home open to the brutes. 
The quota of soldiers that he had to 
care for was 42. They remained in his 
house three months and when they de- 
parted the property was a complete 
wreck. 

There were six rooms in the house. 
The soldiers took possession of four 
and left two rooms for the ten mem- 
bers of the family who virtually be- 
came servants. 

The bodies of the soldiers were cov- 
ered with lice and other vermin; they 
slept like dogs on piles of straw, and 
are described as representing the low- 
est type of human beast in existence. 


On May 22, 1921 the Reds completely 
confiscated the property of this Kulak 
family. They took away the grain, wa- 
gons, horses, clothing, food, personal 
possessions, everything. And left the 
place in ruins. 

Why? Because the father was a 
preacher. Because, being industrious 
and hard-working, they had acquired a 
living from the soil. Because, under 
the Czar, a family that was willing to 
work could accumulate something, own 
property, and enjoy a few of the com- 
forts of life. Joy is unknown in Rus- 
sia today. Apostate Jews have made 
it a land of flowing tears. And the 
most unhappy and helpless of all, are 
the poor and middle classes who are 
allowed to own nothing, not even the 
roof over their heads in the miserable 
hut where they sleep, if indeed they 
are fortunate enough to have a hut. 


With a few of his relatives my friend 
was finally able to flee from the un- 
bearable conditions which the Reds de- 
liberately produced among the Kulaks 
of his district. In 1922 he made his 
way to Theodosea, a port city on the 
Black Sea where he was obliged to re- 
main two months before he could board 
the vessel that was to take him to Con- 
stantinople—and freedom. Let him tell 
you what he saw in Theodosea: 


“The life of a Russian meant no more 
to the rulers than the life of a dog or 
a rat. People died from starvation like 
cattle do when smitten by some plague. 
All day long, a garbage wagon con- 
taining seven large boxes, would go up 
and down the streets of Theodosea pick- 
ing up dead bodies like trash and car- 
rying them to a hole in the ground on 
the outskirts of the city where they 
would be thrown, heads, feet, and arms 
in whatever position they happened to 
be when unloaded. No effort was made 
to give anyone a respectable burial. 
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When a load was thus emptied, the wa- 
gon would return and repeat the same 
thing again and again throughout the 
entire day. This continued day in and 
day out, all the time I was in the city.” 


Better Go Slow 
Let statesmen in Washington who 
speak glibly about a “revolution” in 
the United States proceed with great 
caution. The American people had bet- 
ter think twice before they allow a 
group of revolutionaries to break down 

the morale of the Nation. 
True there are defects in the so- 
called Capitalistic system but people 


should think long and well before they 
do away with personal rights, liberty, 
freedom of press, speech and con- 
science. America only needs a change 
of heart-attitude toward God. Nothing 
more. If she walks with God, no mat- 
ter what abnormal conditions may de- 
velop, there will be adjustments with- 
out the spilling of blood and the sacri- 
fice of individual liberty. 


But if the American people refuse to 
heed the admonition: “Righteousness 
exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach 
to any people”, no telling what may 
happen. 





How the Bolshevists Came to Reign Over Russia

HE RUSSIAN people who largely 

were illiterate, were not far enough 
advanced to shoulder the responsibility 
of self-government. Before the year 
1905 they were held under the autoc- 
racy of the Czar, and after that they 
had very little part in government af- 
fairs. The revolution of February 1917 
took plece almost without any blood- 
shed. Representatives of the various 
political parties of the Parliament were 
chosen as a temporary government, and 
the “left siders” received the pre-emi- 
nence in accordance with the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people’s choice. 
This resulted in the fact that the con- 
servative leaders more and more evac- 
uated the ranks. The Socialist Keren- 
sky became Prime Minister and a social 
revolutionist took the place of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture. According to the 
published program, the representatives 
of the law-giving body were to be chos- 
en in a Liberal but secret manner. 


In the meantime it was learned that 
Lenin and his associates had returned 
from Switzerland and had started vig- 
orous agitations. Kerensky evidently 
underestimated the danger knowing 


that the Bolshevists had previously: 


made a futile attempt to overthrow 
that regime. Furthermore it would not 
have corresponded with the then pre- 
vailing liberty of speech and the press, 
had this opposition on the part of Lenin 
and Trotsky have found a barrier. The 
Bolshevists promised to the farmer the 
possessions of the wealthy land owners, 
to the laborer the control and posses- 
sion of the factories. But the most at- 
tractive promise made by them was the 
promise to make peace. 

Kerensky lost his popularity with the 
people because he meant to please them 
by urging them to continue the con- 
flict against the whole system of the 
Czar to “a victorious end’. The people 
of Russia were tired of war and an- 
archy, and wanted peace and rest. 
There was a lack of discipline at the 
front during the war so that large 
groups of the army left their positions 
in an irregular manner and came home. 
These returned soldiers were more in- 
clined to support the Bolshevistic ele- 
ment than were the people who had re- 
mained at home. 

During the elections for the assemb- 
ly which was to formulate the new 
constitution of the country, the Bolshe- 
vists won 9 million votes, the social 
revolutionists more than 20 million and 


the civilian party about 4 million. 
Some 45 to 50 millions legal voters, 
mostly peasants did not take part at all 
since they were not in harmony with 
the too liberal privileges. 

Thus the Bolshevists did not come 
out victorious in the elections in spite 
of their elaborate promises. This shows 
that the Russian people as a whole 
were against them. They therefore de- 
clared the elections as invalid and 
through bloody violence took the gov- 
ernment into their hands. Thus both 
Kerensky and the Czar went down. 
This was in October 1917. Two leaders 
of the K. D. party (Liberals) were ar- 
rested and then shot to death in prison. 

However large sections of the coun- 
try formed rigid opposition against the 
new rulers, but due to lack of organi- 
zation in the midst of the opponents 
they lost out. Four years of bloody 
civil war brought eventual victory to 
the Bolshevists. 

The Russian people never chose this 
government and have never been of- 
fered an opportunity to express their 
choice. Candidates for the various of- 
fices—Communists only—are introduc- 
ed by the Moscow headquarters. The 
choice is put before the people. Ali 
those opposing the candidate are sup- 
posed to raise their hands. Should any 
one dare to oppose, he is considered a 
counter-revolutionist and is exiled to Si- 
beria. Should the Russian citizen ever 
have a fair chance to express his choice 
by ballot, not less than 95 per cent of 
the population would vote against the 
present regime. The Russian knows 
well the deceitfulness of the new lead- 
ers and his heart is filled with bitter 
resentment. The promises of liberty, 
equality, peace, and plenty have not 
materialized. Instead of that, he has 
suffered in civil wars, under a heart- 
less dictatorship, through famines 
claiming millions of victims, and other 
demoralizing conditions which have 
added untold hardships and sufferings 
to the population. 


Several uprisings recorded at Lenin- 
grad, Astrachan and in the Ukraina 
prove that there is right now a univer- 
sal sense of resentment against the 
“powers that be’. Due to the fact that 
every opposition is brutally punished, 
these attempts have net accomplished 
their purposes. All of the recent riots 


among the common people indicate that 
the population of this vast Country is 
not in harmony with the present rule. 


The Communists will not be able to 
maintain their power very long. /t is 
likely that Jewish leaders and the Jew- 
ish population will face severe pogroms 
since the Jews have been ‘responsible 
for the revolution and its bloody ef- 
fects. 


WHAT CAN 
PROTESTANTS DO? 


jb IS becoming increasingly evident 
that Protestant culture is losing 
ground in America owing to the wide- 
spread recognition accorded, by effi- 
cient propaganda methods, to the 
ancient rites, doctrines, and dominion 
of the Roman Church. Few Protestants 
would wish to see a revival of the bit- 
terness and hatred that have accompa- 
nied the feud between the forces of 
Protestantism and Catholicism in times 
past. Yet the challenge of the Roman 
Church, grown particularly loud of 
late, must be met.” From the Vatican 
itself, from the pulpits, press and radio 
of the Roman Church, scathing denun- 
ciation of Protestantism, and of the 
Protestant civil dominion in America, 
follow each other with increasing bold- 
ness. 

The New York Times of Jan. 27, 
1934 reports the Pope as delivering a 
warning to 3800 Holy Year Pilgrims 
“against materialism, paganism, athe- 
ism, Communism and _ Protestantism.” 
Of Protestantism he says: 

“... while it does not succeed in de- 
stroying faith, it generates an indif- 
ference which produces so much bad in 
the spirit, and annuls_ the _ precious 
treasure of Christian life.” 

Opening his series of Lenten sermons 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York, 
the Rev. Dr. Fulton J. Sheen proclaims 
Protestantism the Prodigal Son of 
Christianity, accusing it of wasting the 
spiritual and social heritage of our 
Heavenly Father during four succes- 
sive centuries of riotous living and 
teaching. The New York Herald Trib- 
une of Feb. 19, 1934, reports him as 
saying: 

“The branches of the Christian 
Church that broke away from the domi- 
nation of the Vatican in the sixteenth 
century have gradually dissipated their 
spiritual inheritance until they no 
longer believe in the necessity of a re- 
ligion or obligations to a persona] God. 
Dr. Sheen.... said that the Roman 
Catholic Church was now the only 
Church upholding a belief in God and 
His teachings. It constituted, he added, 
the only institution standing between 
civilization and chaos.” 

Again in St. Patrick’s Cathedral on 
Washington’s Birthday, Father Joseph 
C. Fleming, preaching to more than 
4,000 at the annual mass for the de- 
ceased Knights of Columbus, is report- 
ed (New York Times, Feb. 23, 1934) 
as follows: “Priest Predicts Armaged- 
don Soon” — “Menace of Extremists 
Laid at the Door of Martin Luther and 
His Associates.” It goes on to say: 

“From the pulpit of St. Patricks 
Cathedral, the present ‘sorry mess that 
has been made of things in the world’ 
was blamed on Martin Luther and his 
associates yesterday by Father Joseph 
C. Fleming, pastor of the Church of 
St. John the Evangelist, White Plains, . 

—Turn To Page &. 
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N. Y.... ‘I do believe’, he said, ‘that 
socialism and anarchism and all the 
other isms that find their flowering in 
the anti-Christ of Communism, are the 
logical conclusion of that glorified in- 
dividualism which the Reformation 
canonized as freedom!” 

For Protestants to be equally posi- 
tive, yet courteously aggressive, the 
first step is to inform themselves ac- 
curately and officially concerning the 
irreconcilable differences of Roman 
Church doctrine and methods with the 
essential Christian foundation of their 
own faith and civil practice. 


For instance, it is not generally 
known that Romanism is simply raw 
paganism coated with Christian ter- 
minology. In his book The Two Baby- 
lons, Dr. Alexander Hislop, an English 
scholar, makes an exhaustive study of 
the civilization which existed during 
the epoch that resulted in the building 
of the Tower of Babel. 

He finds Nimrod, a descendant of 
Ham, to be the dictator of that period 
of the world’s history. He had a 
profligate wife by the name of Semi- 
ramis who was worshipped as_ the 
“mother of gods.” After Nimrod was 
killed, Semiramis claimed that a child 
to which she gave birth was her hus- 
band returned by a miraculous con- 
ception. Thus, we see the Virgin Birth, 
promised back in Eden, being counter- 
feited by a Satanic scheme in the days 
of the Babel-builders. Out of this, a 
system of woman-worship grew up in 
old Babylon. 

Hundreds of years later there was 
erected in the city of Ephesus a pagan 
idol called Diana. The temple in which 
it stood was one of the seven wonders 
of the world. Diana’s idol was sup- 
posed to depict a virgin on whose head 
there mead a crown exactly like an 
old Babylonian tower. This clearly 
identifies Diana as representing a sys- 
tem of pagan worship, the origin of 
a dated back to the days of Nim- 
rod. 


Semiramis was the embodiment of 
impurity, representing unbridled lust. 
Yet she built up a filthy priesthood 
that exalted her as a being capable of 
bringing forth her husband by a virgin 
birth. This explains the origin of the 
“Mother of god” interpretation of the 
modern Roman Church. It explains 
from where the idea of the “Madonna” 
came. Kitto’s Illustrated Commentary 
contains a picture of a likeness in 
stone, of ancient Babylon’s “Madonna” 
showing Semiramis holding her child- 
husband in her arms. 


As the female divinity of her nation, 
Semiramis carried the title of Beltis. 
This is likely the origin of the word 
Baal. Beltis coming into the English 
is the equivalent to “My Lady.” In 
Italian it has been corrupted into the 
well-known phrase “Madonna.” 


Unfortunately this pagan curse, ori- 
ginating back in old Babylon, became 
interwoven with Christianity in the 
early days of the Church, and in the 
third century under Constantine the 
union became complete. Thereupon, 
the light of the Gospel was extinguish- 
ed and the world drifted into the dark 
ages. After several centuries rolled 
by, God raised up Martin Luther whose 
thundering denunciations shook the 
apostate system to its foundations and 
brought about the Reformation. 


The Plan and Purpose of the Ages

HE DIVINE plan and purpose of the 

ages, from eternity past to eternity 
future, is set forth in the Word of God 
from Genesis to Revelation. By “right- 
ly dividing” the Word of God, the Bible 
student may have a clear conception 
of the past, present, and future. 

Ephesians 3:11 registers the fact of 
an eternal purpose and the ninetieth 
Psalm indicates its unlimited duration. 
Within this vast scope the ages are re- 
vealed in chronological order. After 
establishing the fact of the eternal 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, the Word 
of God automatically divides itself into 
what has become known among Bible 
students as Dispensations or Ages. 

The words “ages” (Eph. 2:7) and 
“dispensations” (Eph. 3:2) are used 
synonymously and mean limited peri- 
ods of time over which there is a Di- 
vine administration. These dispensa- 
tions are definitely marked off in 
Scripture by some change in God’s 
method of dealing with mankind or 
portion of mankind. The entire series 
of dispensations cover the period from 
the Creation of Adam to the Fullness 
of Times in the eternal future. 


The Apostle Paul admonishes the be- 
liever: “Study to show thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the Word of Truth.” The study of 
the Dispensations is vital to a thorough 
knowledge of God’s Word. Dispensa- 
tional truth is the key to all govern- 
mental and nationalistic Bible study 
problems, and gives a true and en- 
lightening outlook on sacred and pro- 
fane history. The late Dr. I. M. Halde- 
man, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, New York City, said: “No mat- 
ter what may be the equipment of the 
Christian, no matter what intellectual, 
moral, or spiritual endowment he may 
have, unless he understands dispensa- 
tional truth he will never fully lay hoid 
of Bible doctrine; while many of the 
wondrous testimonies of the Word will 


be unto him but the tangled threads of 
an endless labyrinth.” 


There are three distinct classes of 
people referred to in God’s Word: (1) 
the Jews; (2) the Gentiles; and (3) the 
Church of God (1 Cor. 10:32). The 
third class, the Church of God, is made 
up of Christian believers from the first 
and second classes, Jews and Gentiles. 


The Word of God is divided into two 
parts: Old and New Testaments. It 
is also divided into three general Dis- 
pensations (1) Father—Genesis 
through Malachi; (2) Son—Matthew 
through John; and (3) Holy Spirit— 
Acts through Revelation. 


A closer study of the Word reveals a 
series of clearly defined Dispensations. 
There are eight of these Dispensations 
or periods of time, as follows: Inno- 
cence, Conscience, Authority, Promise, 
Law , Grace, Kingdom, and Fullness of 
Times. Seven of these Dispensations 
began with the best God can give to 
man, yet leaving him free to choose, 
and each ends in apparent failure. The 
eighth will be perfect for out of each 
of the preceding ones a remnant will 
be chosen who willingly obey Him. 
When these remnants are all brought 
into full fellowship with Him into The 
Kingdom of God, in the Fulness of 
Times: “He shall see the travail of His 
soul and be satisfied.” 


Prior to the Dispensation of Inno- 
cence there was a period of Creation, 
Chaos, and Reconstruction. Following 
the Dispensation of the Kingdom there 
will be a period of Chaos, resulting in 
a new Creation in the Dispensation of 
the Fulness of Times. We are now liv- 
ing in the latter part of the Dispensa- 
tion of Grace, with five Dispensations 
behind us and two before us. Our Dis- 
pensational situation is intensely inter- 
esting, as we are on the eve of the 
Judgment of Tribulation and the Sec- 
ond Coming of Christ to establish His 
Kingdom and usher in a thousand year

The Original Creation 


“In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth” is the simple 
story of the original creation as set 
forth in Genesis 1:1. This account is 
confirmed in the New Testament many 
times and particularly in Colossians 1: 
15-16: “For by Him (Christ) were all 
things created, that are in heaven, and 
that are in the earth, visible and in- 
visible, whether they be thrones, or 
dominions, or principalities, or powers; 
all things were created by Him, and for 
Him; and He is before all things, and 
by Him all things consist.” 


The Chaotic Period 


The second verse of Genesis reveals 
the history of an earthly catastrophe 
which rendered the original creation 
chaotic. “And the earth was without 
form, and.void: and darkness was upon 
the face of the deep.’”’ Commenting on 
this verse Dr. C. I. Scofield says: “Jer. 
4:23-26, Isa. 24:1 and 45:18 clearly in- 
dicate that the earth had undergone 
a cataclysmic change as the result of 
divine judgment. The face of the earth 
bears everywhere the marks of such a 
catastrophe.” Dr. M. Haldeman 
clarified the first two verses in Genesis 
in the following statement: “Between 
the original earth and the earth of 
chaos there is a great gulf. This gulf 
lies between the first and second vers- 
es. In this gulf took place all the con- 
vulsions whose marks and scars are still 
seen upon the earth in shifted crust, 
tilted rock, trace of fire and tidal wave. 
When the cataclysm took place is not 
stated. How great a lapse extends 
from the ‘beginning’ to the moment 
when the disaster fell is not known. 
How long a time after the earth fell 
into a state of ruin, till that ruin is 
set before us in the second verse, is not 
recorded. Between the first and second 
verses there is room for all the count- 
less ages geologists may desire; and 
between the hour of the great ruin and 
that beginning when God created the 
earth at first, there is room for other 
millions—as many as imagination may 
wish to supply. The Word of God 
gives no hint of the distance between 
the verses, nor of that point when the 
earth began.” 


The Reconstruction Period 


Then followed the reconstruction of 
the earth in six days. “And the Spirit 
of God moved (brooded) upon the face 
of the waters.” First, the light ap- 
pears and dispels the darkness. Sec- 
ond, the waters were divided and half 
placed above, thereby constituting the 
firmament.

1. Innocence: The first dispensation, 
Inriocence, began with Adam and Eve 
in the Garden of Eden (Gen. 5:1-2), 
and ended with the judgment of expul- 
sion from the Garden (Gen. 3:28-24) as 
a result of man’s rebellion against God. 
A short dispensation. 

2. Conscience: The second dispensa- 
tion, Conscience, began with the first 
family (Gen. 4:1,7), continued 1656 
years and oe Be with the judgment of 
the flood (Gen. 7). 

8. Authority: The third dispensa- 
tion, Authority (human), began with 
Noah’s altar (Gen. 8:20), continued 427 
years and ended with the judgment of 
confusion (Gen. 11:5,9) at the Tower 
of Babel. 

4. Promise: The fourth dispensa- 
tion, Promise, began with the departure 
of Abraham (Gen. 12:1), continued 430 
years and ended with the judgment of 
bondage (Ex. 18:8) in Egypt. 

5. Law: The fifth bag aro 
Law, began with the giving of the law 
(Ex. 19:8), continued approximately 
1558 years and ended with the crucifi- 
xion of Christ (Matt. 27:35). 


6. Grace: The sixth dispensation, 
Grace, began with Pentecost (Acts 1: 
2), has continued more than 1900 years 
and will end with the seven years of 
judgment spoken of by Daniel and 
Christ. 


7. Kingdom: The seventh dispensa- 
tion, Kingdom, will begin with the sec- 
ond Coming of Christ (Matt. 25:31), 
will continue 1000 years and will end 
with the judgment of the Great. White 
Throne (Rev. 20:11,15). 

Then follows the last chaos when the 
earth is purged with fire and renovated 
as set forth in 2 Pet. 3:4,18. The right- 
eous are miraculously preserved during 
this period as symbolized by Noah and 
his family during the flood. The saved 
antediluvians were lifted above the 
earth in the Ark during the purging by 
water, and so shall the saints be lifted 
up in the New Jerusalem during the fu- 


ture purging by fire. 


8. Fullness of Times: The eighth 
dispensation, the Fullness of Times, will 
begin after the purging of the earth 
when God makes all things new (Rev. 
21:5). Revelation reveals seven new 
things that are included in the New 
Creation or Fullness of Times.

Thus, the “Alpha and Omega, the be- 
ginning and the ending, which is, and 
which was, and which is to come,” re- 
veals His plan of the ages as His eter- 
nal purpose from everlasting to ever- 
lasting for our edification, “Wherefore, 
comfort one another with these words.”

Democracy is Doomed

Absolute monarchy is the only ideal 
form of government, but absolute mon- 
archy with Jesus Christ as the Mon- 
arch. No one but the Prince of Peace 
is qualified to so govern. 


Today we are in the feet and toes of 
Daniel’s image. (See Daniel 2:31-45.) 
For some years we have had a mixture 
of the iron and the clay. But now the 
clay is rapidly disapnearing and iron is 
taking its place. The clay represents 
democracy; iron portrays imperialism 
or autocracy. 


The Bible plainly predicts a depar- 
ture from democracy and a return to 
autocracy. In the End-Time days ten 
nations are to be amalgamated to form 
the revived Roman Empire, and these 
nations are to have as their heads, 
kings or dictators. The Bible speaks 
of dictators as “uncrowned kings.” 


A few years ago there was no sign of 
such a change. But how rapidl 
prophecy has aon fulfilled since the 
close of the late World War. The first 
dictators were Lenin and Mussolini. 
They were followed by others. Today 
there are dictators in the personages 
of Dolfuss of Austria, Hitler of Ger- 
many, and Stalin of Russia. Poland al- 
so is under dictatorship. Spain was 
until recently. And today there is 
every sign of another revolution in 
Spain which may mean a restoration 
of the monarchy. 

France has had a mild revolution, 
and there are indications of a major 
outbreak that will result either in dic- 
tatorship or a king. 

Austria has just passed through a 
bloody revolution. The Socialists 
fought hard to get control of the coun- 
try. Their effort was the last hope of 
Austria for democracy. But it failed. 
And Austria is governed still by a‘dic- 
tator. . 

A few years ago if I had suggested a 
change in the government of the Unit- 
ed States I would have been ridiculed. 
Of all the nations in the world, Ameri- 
ca has stood in the front rank as a 
democracy. But today President 
Roosevelt wields more power than al- 
most any dictator in Europe. Sir John 
Simon recently made a statement in 
the British Parliament to the effect 
that democracy was practically dead in 
America and that the present regime 
was a definite form of dictatorship. 
Moreover, that the British Empire now 
represented the only really democratic 
countries in the world. 

All I am seeking to do is to point out 
that in the turning of mankind from 
democracy to autocracy, the Word of 
God is being most miraculously ful- 
filled. And the evidence, therefore, of 
the fact that we are living in the End- 
Time days of this present dispensation 
is irrefutable.

Let 
this then be borne in mind. Europe 
will be divided into just two great 
parts. Germany and Russia will head 
up one division. England, France and 
Italy the other. Now let us watch our 
newspapers for the developments. 
God’s Word is always fulfilled. Ezekiel 
thirty-eight and thirty-nine will be no 
exception. 





Jewish Appreciation of Jesus

THESE latter days there has come 
about a quickening of interest among 
Jewish leaders as to the personality 
and teaching of Jesus. The silence of 
centuries has been broken, and the sub- 
ject long tabooed in Jewish homes and 
schools and in their social and religious 
gatherings is increasingly becoming a 
topic of absorbing interest to them. 
They are seeking a better perspective 
of Him that will fit more perfectly with 
the Jewish scheme of things as they 
see it, than has been the case in the 
past with the Christ. And the signifi- 
cant thing about it is that such an 
interest in Christ by the modern Jew 
fits in so timely with current prophetic 
events and signs of the times relating 
to Israel and their expectations of 
nationalism and the coming of their 
long looked for Messiah. 


Blinded to Christ 
We have read over a period of sever- 
al years different statements of leading 
Jewish thinkers and spokesmen in 
reference. to Christ, but none more in- 


- teresting than the one by Dr. E. R. 


Trattner, rabbi of the City Temple in 
Los Angeles, which was first published 
in Scribners Magazine, and reviewed in 
the Literary Digest (this being several 
years ago). 


In reading what Dr. Trattner had to 
say of the Jewish inability to accept 
the divinity of Christ as a reality, we 
were reminded of what Paul said con- 
cerning this very mental state that 
should prevail over Israel. In Romans 
eleven, the Apostle describes the blind- 
ness of Israel as it should exist until 
“the Times of the Gentiles” would end. 
“As David saith, Let their table be 
made a snare, and a trap, and a stumb- 
lingblock. Let their eyes be darkened, 
that they may not see.” Their minds 
and hearts are veiled from the truth, 
leaving them in the twilight zone of 
understanding as to Christ’s relation to 
prophecy and to Israel until the last 
days, when He should come again. 


A reading of Dr. Trattner’s words 
reveal the depth of ignorance on the 
part of this learned Jewish leader of 
the correct interpretation of Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures in regard to their true 
references to Christ. Especially re- 
garding the two distinct lines of pro- 
phecy pertaining to Christ, the one pic- 
turing a suffering, dying Saviour, and 
the other picturing a victorious, power- 
ful reigning King, like unto Solomon. 


The Christian student of po orgy | can 
see in the Old Testament what Israel 
cannot see, and that is Christ as the 
complete fulfillment of the types and 
shadows and promises of the Old Testa- 
ment as to a suffering Messiah, to be 
a Saviour of all mankind, and also the 
other Old Testament picture of a con- 
quering Christ, restoring the power 
and glory of Israel. As Joseph was 
first rejected and later elevated to glo- 
ry, so was Christ first rejected but 
will, later be recognized as King of 
Kings. As Joseph’s brethren at first 
did not realize Joseph’s relation to 
them, and the glory and power that 
was his which was to bring them de- 
liverance and blessing, so Israel today 
does not realize what Christ is to them, 
or what He is to become to all who ac- 
cept Him as Messiah and Savior. 


Apostates Getting Together 

But what particularly impressed me 
in Dr. Trattner’s statement, were the 
words of prophecy, unwittingly spoken 
by him, He said in part: “Theology— 
there is the crux of the whole matter. 
The Jew would see Jesus in a Jewish 
framework, the Churches persist in 
seeing Him in terms of ancient creeds. 
The Jew would understand the Naza- 
rene as a product of Jewish develop- 
ment on Jewish soil; the Churches in- 
sist that He was the work of the Holy 
Ghost. The Jew would look at Him 
through glasses of history; the Church- 
es encourage men to use the lenses of 
doctrine, specially prepared according to 
the requisites of a pre-arranged sys- 
tem. The intelligent Jew enjoys the 
Jesus of the Synoptics (the Gospels of 
Matthew, Mark and Luke); the Church- 
es adore the Christ of the Fourth Gos- 
pel (John). And so the grand division 
goes on between the brethren of Jesus, 
and His followers... . 


“What of the future? If I may ven- 
ture a prophecy I believe the Jewish 
world will move toward a progressive 
appreciation of Jesus in proportion as 
the Christian world URNS ITS 
BACK on the whole abracadabra of 
medieval theology. 


“When that day arrives, men shall 
set new levers to raise the universe”. 

To understanding Christian minds, 
these words are strikingly significant, 
coming as they do from a leading Jew- 
ish rabbi. Is it not a fact that the 
change of Christian thought which he 
says must come before the Jews will 


have a fuller appreciation of Jesus on 
a level with Christian appreciation, is 
being rapidly realized? Is not Mod- 
ernistic Christianity and theology al- 
ready turning from what the rabbi 
terms “medieval theology”, but what 
we know to be “the faith once delivered 
to the saints’? Are not Unitarian 
ideas fast taking hold of our modern 
theologians, especially influencing the 
modern Christian views as to the di- 
vinity of Christ, reflected in the in- 
crease of unbelief as regards the Vir- 
gin Birth, the Inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, and belief in the miraculous, so 
that Christ while believed to be the 
world’s finest Character, and greatest 
moral and religious Teacher, is more 
and more being accepted among so- 
called Christians as a mere human be- 
ing, howbeit, a special prophet to His 
day? In other words, are we not fast 
reaching a point in our views of Christ, 
as prevails in the increasing Modernist- 
ic wing of the Church, to where the so- 
called Christian and Jew can and are 
getting closer and closer together in 
their appreciation of Christ as a great 
and outstanding Jew, and historic char- 
acter? But at the same time rejecting 
His true supernatural character. Yes, 
apostate Jews and apostate Christians 
are getting together on a common 
ground. 


Jesus said: “When the Son of Man 
comes, shall He find faith, (the faith) 
on the earth?” Paul said the time 
would come, in the last days, when men 
should depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils, not willing to hear the truth, 
but denying the very Lord that bought 
them. Peter said, they would heap to 
themselves teachers of smooth things, 
having itching ears, not being able to 
stand the truth. 


As long as men adhere to and con- 
tinue in the faith of our fathers, they 
would most emphatically repudiate the 
claims that an Antichrist would make. 
But the Christian world is falling away 
from a true faith in Christ as the di- 
vinely inspired Son of God, neither are 
they looking for Him to come again. 
Post-Millenarianism is gradually per- 
meating the modern Church, and of 
course, after the Rapture, when the 
saints who are looking for Him will be 
taken out of the earth, when Anti-

Dr. Trattner does not realize nor do 
other Jewish leaders, the importance of 
all the interest in Christ they have to- 
day. Like Joseph’s brethren, they are 
in darkness and fear, and are speaking 
warily on the subject, refusing to ack- 
nowledge Christ as divine, but only as 
a human figure in history. But the 
time will come, when the Jews, like 
Joseph’s brethren, shall remember how 
they treated Christ, and remorse will 
seize them, and they shall “mourn be- 
cause of Him.”

Evolution’s Failure to Explain the Origin of Man

HEN SCIENTISTS put forth a 

doctrine in the name of science the 
public has a right to believe that it is 
sustained by incontrovertable evidence. 
If it is not so sustained, those who put 
it forth have betrayed their trust. 
They have been put in a place of au- 
thority in science by the public, and 
they are wrong if they present as 
science a theory which is not definitely 
proved by evidence. 

Scholars have long asserted that men 
have descended from the brutes. Those 
who put forth this dogma are guilty of 
a betrayal of trust unless they have 
clear evidence that what they assert to 
be fact is fact. This they do not have. 

The bankruptcy of this dogma is 
shown by the views of Dr. Hrdlicka, 
noted anthropologist of the Smithsoni- 
an Institution, as given recently in the 
public press. He points out that the 
two very different, but common, opin- 
ions about the ancestry of man as held 
by evolutionists are: 

1. Man and the anthropoid apes 
(chimpanzee, gorilla and orang-utang) 
split away from a common ape ances- 
tor sometime during the Pliocene Peri- 
od—a little before the ice age that is 
supposed to have preceded the present 
epoch in the standard view of earth 


history. This would make man a glo- 
rified ape. Dr. Hrdlicka does not agree 
with this position. 


2. A contrary opinion is that a re- 
mote ancestor of man, but not of any 
other living creature, split off from the 
general monkey stock before even the 
monkeys had evolved and when evolu- 
tion had only reached approximately 
the lemur, or half-monkey stage. Dr. 
— does not accept this position 
either. 


8. His view is that an ancestor of 
both apes and man split off from the 
monkey line before the ape stage was 
reached, and that one branch of this 
beast’s family evolved into the apes and 
the other into man. That is his posi- 
tion. Of course he has no fossil re- 
mains of this hypothetical animal. By 
this view, apes would be the nearest 
relatives of man, but very distant rela- 
tives nevertheless. 


Great Differences from the Apes 

Now notice these observations: “It 
is becoming increasingly clear that 
every organ and every feature in the 
human body differs from every organ 
or feature in the body of a gorilla or 
a chimpanzee far too fundamentally to 
allow the conclusion that they are 
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merely variations of a recent common 
attern. A great time interval must 
e allowed for the different features 
to have become so different and so 
set in their way of development as the 
accumulating evidence shows that they 
have. In the press report mentioned 
above, we read: “Man is at the best a 
distant relative of the apes, and still 
more distant from all other animals. 
The time of dividing from the ape line 
would be at least five million years ago 
as geologists count time.” 

Remember this, then note Dr. Hrd- 
licka’s further statement: “At least 
nine-tenths of this man-creative period 
remains still in total darkness, so far 
as the material (skeletal) remains of 
these beings (supposed direct ancestors 
of man) is concerned. Not a single 
bone has been found as yet which can 
definitely be associated with these 
human precursors.” 

“Not a single bone has been found” 
that can connect man with the beasts. 
Think of it. And the evolutionists can- 
not decide whether man ought to have 
come directly from apes, or from a 
pre-ape stock, or from a pre-monkey 
stock! Even their theories on the sub- 
ject will not correspond! Much less 
have they any remains whatever of 
man’s supposed ancestors. Why, then, 
assert that we descended from beasts? 
Why not allow creation? Let us rea- 
son together on the matter. 

Fossils of numerous other beasts are 
abundant in the rocks. We find many 
fossils of elephants, camels, horses and 
numerous other beasts, including kinds 
not now living, over many parts of the 
earth. If the ancestors of man lived 
for five million years, or lived for any 
great length of time, they also should 
have left fossils, but “not a bone” of 
such an animal has been found. That 
ought to be evidence that such crea- 
tures did not live, but that man was a 
product of creation. 


The Sudden Appearance of Man 
Note another feature of the case. 


- Anthropologists assert that man has 


been true man for half a million or 
more years, and they write of the as- 
sumed low-browed, heavy-jawed, chin- 
less brutes that are assumed to be our 
first human ancestors. Now I main- 
tain that if some non-human ape-like 
family could endure for say four mil- 
lion years and gradually alter into 
brute-like men, and if the brute men 
could endure for nearly a million years 
and alter into the men of early civili- 
zation, the dawn of history would be 
very gradual, there would be no place 
on earth from which modern races 
could be said to have arisen, and early 
man would cover the inhabitable earth. 


We find that facts are very contrary 
to this. Ancient races appear sudden- 
ly only a few thousand years ago and, 
Aryans, Turanians, Mongols, Semites, 
Malays, and Negroes, all seem to have 
their Place of origin in ancient Sume- 
ria, the district north of the Persian 
Gulf, just where Genesis states they 
originated. 

What? Did the non-human brutes 
survive for millions of years, the brute 
men survive for hundreds of thousands 
of years, the superb Cro-Magnon men 
for tens of thousands of years, and then 
all mankind except a very few indi- 
viduals perish from off the face of the 
earth, and the descendants of the few 
survivors then suddenly burst forth in 
southwestern Asia as vigorous, highly 


endowed and very distinct races? That 
would be ridiculous! The only way 
evolutionists could explain such a con- 
edition would be to allow that a univer- 
sal Flood destroyed all mankind except 
a few only a few thousand years ago, 
but if they allow this, evolution crum- 
bles into dust. 
Reasoning from Differences and 
mblances 

Now let us see something of Dr. 
Hrdlicka’s reasoning by which he de- 
cides that men and apes are related, 
but not closely related. His reasoning 
is a sample of the average evolution- 
ary reasoning, 

1. Striking resemblances between 
men and apes mean that they are re- 
lated more closely than either group is 
related to other animals. 

2. Great differences show that they 
are not closely related. Resemblances 
mean relationship; differences deny re- 
lationship, or make it remote. This 
looks plausible, does it not? Ina nut- 
shell, this is the essential feature of 
the case for organic evolution. Let us 
see about it. 

Men and whales (with other warm- 
blooded animals) are also alike in strik- 
ing ways: being warm blooded, produc- 
ing milk for offspring, and so on. This 
calls for relationship, and evolution of 
necessity asserts such relationship; it 


would make shrews the ancestors of 
both whales and men. Yet the great 
differences between shrews, whales and 
man would indicate that the relation- 
ship was very distant. 


Now, the alterations which would al- 
low the descendant of the shrew to 
take to the water and assume fish-like 
form are so extreme that they are in- 
credible to reasonableness. Next, Na- 
tural Selection of all known kinds is 
admittedly helpless to even originate 
new species of the same general types 
as the parent species (say jackrabbit 
from cotton tail, or vice versa); much 
less a million times over could it change 
shrew to whale. Next, there are no 
known intermediate forms, living or 
extinct, which, even theoretically, will 
bridge the gap between whale and 
shrew, and the whales appear suddenly 
in the fossil record as distinct whales. 


Furthermore, they appear very early 
on the scene, in Kocene sediment, in 
the first great period of the so-called 
Age of Mammals, That is important. 
Physically speaking, the whale is far 
more “evolved”, or altered from the 
supposed shrew ancestor, than is man, 
or the horse, or the elephant or any 
other kind of beast. Yet it appears 
quickly in the Age of Mammals, with- 
out time being available to change into

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fish form from land form, unless per- 
chance evolution worked at lightning 
speed. This is simply to say that the 
evidence against whale relationship to 
shrews and men is overwhelming—and 
no one could believe in such a thing in 
the first place except through a deter- 
mination to deny creation and to insist 
upon evolution. 

These principles of determining rela- 
tionship—if any—between whales and 
men are just what should be used in 
determining relationship—if any—be- 
tween apes and men, except that the 
case is more extreme. The resem- 
blances which suggest relationship are 
more than cancelled by the differences 
which deny relationship. Common 
sense should show this. Dr. Hrdlicka 
points out the great differences be- 
tween apes and men, also the absence of 
connecting links between them. Men 
appear suddenly in the fossil record, 
even if geological theories are sound, 
as they are not, and even more sudden- 
ly does man appear in ancient history. 
No connection between man and beast 
can be found either in the theory or 
fact. 

The unfortunate features of the case 
are intensified through the fact that 


almost all scientists agree that blind 
chance would never create an eye, or 
the wing of bird or insect, or a whale, 
or a man; that in some way God or- 
dained these things to come into being. 
Then they further admit the failure of 
Natural Selection to make more than 
very simple changes within a species. 
God willed what Nature itself could not 
accomplish. Why, then, not let reason 
act and decide that God created? 


If no known beast can give birth to 
man (save by miracle, which is taboo in 
evolution) surely God must have creat- 
ed man. Truly, man appears suddenly 
and there is no sign of any beast an- 
cestry, for man “not a bone” of a non- 
human ancestor of man can be found. 
If the eye has been created, why 
should not God create the full animal 
with the eye? If the mind and spirit 
of man came not from the beasts, but 
from God, why should not God create 
the being which has such spirits? They 
admit the need of God; they admit the 
extreme helplessness of Natural Selec- 
tion to do what either God or Natural 
Selection must do. And with the de- 
tails of the evidence being so over- 
whelmingly against the naturalistic 
origin of every great type of plant and 
animal, and man, the scientific thing to 
do is to admit creation. 





THE CHRISTIAN AND THE WORLD

4 ge MEN may be riding in an auto- 
mobile. Both breathing the same 
air; enjoying the same sunshine and 
conversing on the same subject. An 
hour later one man, the king, has gone 
to his palace. Liveried servants have 
opened the door, taken his hat and 
brushed the dust off his shoes. The 
other man, who was his chauffeur, has 
gone to his humble cottage in the outer 
parts of the city. 

Why all the difference in these two 
men, who only an hour ago had so 
much in common? Only one answer. 
It was the sphere of life in which they 
were living. One was living in the 
realm of royalty while the other was 
living in the realm of the common 
laborer. The difference was not so much 
in the men themselves as in the sphere 
of life in which they were living. In 
fact, should a rebellion dethrone the 
king and enthrone the chauffeur, all the 
elements of royalty would belong to the 
chauffeur with no effort on his own part 
whatever. 

Saved and Unsaved 

Two men may be riding in an auto- 
mobile. They have hats alike; they 
stop and drink at the same fountain; 
they eat of the same food. A train 
hits their car and a short time later, 
one man has gone to be with his Lord 
while the other has departed to his 
eternal doom. 

Why the difference in the eternal 
state of these two men, whose outward 
appearance a short time ago was Ss0 
much alike? Only one answer. It is 
the sphere of life in which they were 
living. One was living in the “In 
Adam” circle, while the other was liv- 
ing in the “Jn Christ” circle. “As in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive” (I Cor. 15:22). 

Let us note that in either case it 
is not a matter of feeling but rather 


of fact. They are in a certain sphere 
of life and fall heir to all there is in 
that sphere. The chauffeur may even 
be tender-hearted and _ kind, while 
the king may be mean and cruel. Yet 
all that goes with the circle of royalty 
goes with the king. 


“In Adam” or “In Christ” 


Every man and woman in the world 
are either in the “In Adam” or the “In 
Christ” circle of life. Since all who 
are in the “In Adam” circle are lost 
and all who are in the “In Christ” cir- 
cle are saved, it is of tremendous im- 
sage that we know how to pass 

rom death unto life. 


There is but one way to get into 
the “In Adam” circle and that is to be 
born of fleshly parents. “That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh”. The only 


way to get into the “In Christ” circle 
is to be borne again. “That which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit’? (John 3:6). 

The only way to get out of the “In 
Adam” circle, as far as this life is con- 
cerned, is to die out. There are, how- 
ever, two ways of dying. Persons may 
die IN their sin, or they may die TO 
sin and through union with Christ 
be born again and enter the “In Christ” 
circle. 

Salvation of the Babe 

Sin entered the world by the first 
Adam’s transgression. This brought 
the whole race into a state of sin, but 
the guilt of sin is removed by the death 
of the last Adam, Christ. Thus, until 
they reach the age of accountability, a 
child is saved. From then on, its sin 
must be cared for by its own personal 
acceptance of the blood of Christ (Rom. 
5:12-19). 

Union With Christ 

“IT am crucified with Christ” (Gal. 2: 
20). “We are buried with Him” (Rom. 
6:4). God “hath quickened (made 
alive) us together with Christ” (Eph. 
2:5). “And hath raised us up togeth- 
er’. “And made us sit together in 
ied places in Christ Jesus” (Eph. 

The whole answer to the problem of 
our salvation is found in our union with 
Christ. When we accept Him we are 
counted crucified, dead, buried, risen 
and even now seated with Him in the 
heavenly places. A man might as well 
trust in his sins as his good works for 
salvation for neither avail in any way. 
“For by grace are ye saved through 
faith—not of works”. But let us note 
that the passage does not stop there. 
“For we are his workmanship, created 
in Christ Jesus unto good works” (Eph. 
2:8-10). That is, a person cannot be 
saved by his good works, but a saved 
person will do the good works. 

Let us remember that many in the 
church today are tares. They look just 
like Christians but have in fact never 
passed from death into life. A true 
Christian has died to the world; has 
risen again in the spirit and is now liv- 
ing with Christ in heavenly places. 


God Asks for All or None 
“If ye then be risen with Christ, seek 
those things which are above where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of 
God” (Col. 8:1). In other words, if you 
are a Christian, act like it. In one of 
my meetings a young woman was to be 
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baptized just before the communion 
service. Someone suggested that she 
wear a rubber cap to keep her hair dry. 
But her answer rang true. She said 
she wanted to be baptized all over; hair 
and all. In like manner, every Chris- 
tian should seek to live all te God. 
God will not accept half hearted sur- 
render; ye cannot serve God and Satan. 

God will have all our love or none. 
If we love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in us. That is fair. Sup- 
pose a couple stood before me for mar- 
riage. I would say to the woman, “Do 
ag take this man whose hand you hold 
o be your lawfully wedded husband, 
etc., etc.” And she would say, “I do”. 
Then turning to the man I would ask, 
“Do you take this woman to be your 
wife, etc.” He would answer, “Well— 
yes—that is I will give her nine-tenths 
of my love; there is another woman to 
be considered also.”

Lo ai nage se in Washington who be- 
lieve in Constitutional government 
are being called “old-fashioned”, “out- 
of-date’”’, ‘“‘moss-backs”, “‘fossil-headed’’, 
etc., by the dashing young Liberals of 
the Brain Trust. The plight of the 
statesmen who are trying to preserve 
democratic government and save tradi- 
tional Americanism, is identical with 
what some of us have been endurin 

for years at the hands of theologica 
Liberals. 

Liberalism is a destructive system of 
thought that always engenders anar- 
chy whether it is found in the realm of 
Religion, Morals or Statesmanship. Its 
purpose is to slide foundations from un- 
der the feet of organized society. It 
is the opening wedge for Catastrophe. 
It is a weapon for tearing down the 
existing order so that something new 
can be built to satisfy the selfish thirst 
of dictators for power.

William Jennings 
Bryan was the man who forced reli- 
gious Liberalism into the open and 
made the issue clear cut and under- 
standable. It used to be humorous to 
hear little Modernist preachers sneer at 
the great Commoner who had forgotten 
more than they ever knew. 


Some of us who believe in the au- 
thority of old-fashioned Christian .doc- 
trine have been obliged to suffer a 


great deal of scorn and ridicule be- - 


cause of the self-inflation and may 
of the so-called “high-brows” who have 
invaded the Church. And now we are 
witnessing the same thing in a political 
sense among those who believe in the 
fundamentals of democratic govern- 
ment. There is a boastful bunch of 
young Liberals in Washington who 


would evidently like to turn the United 
States wrong-side-out and rebuild it 
along the lines of Fascism, Commun- 
ism, or some other “ism” which their 
exalted intellects are alone capable of 
inventing! 


But with the passing of established 
government there would also go that 
sacred thing called personal liberty 
which has always been the heritage of 
every free-born American. 


Sensing the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, Senator William E. Borah felt 
prompted to say recently: “There is no 
one, positively no one, who has so much 
at stake in the preservation of a rep- 
resentative democracy, in the main- 
tenance of constitutional government, 
as the average man or woman, those 
whom Lincoln was fond of calling the 
common people. Their earnings, the 
security of their homes, the rights and 
privileges which give them a dignified 
place in their government depend upon 
established law, upon applied constitu- 
tional principles. There is, therefore, 
no crime against the people equal in 
magnitude to the crime of withdrawing 
from them the real sources of political 
power, of undermining the great pillars 
of free government; respect for law, 
for established institutions, free speech, 
free press, and finally, protection under 
the law for the weak as well as the 
strong.”

in words the deep feelings of millions of, 
citizens who have become alarmed at 
the drift of recent months. 

Mr. Mark Sullivan, the well known 
news writer of Washington says: “That 
the NRA runs counter to the Constitu- 
tion in several respects, everybody 
knows. The ingenious young radicals 
who helped write the NRA statute 
reasoned, correctly, that the courts 
might sustain for emergency purposes 
what they would promptly invalidate 
if put before them as permanent.” 


Notice those words “ingenious young - 


radicals”. 

Mr. Sullivan also points out that 
contrary to the first announcements, 
the NRA is “gradually expanding and 
hardening into a much more drastic 
system of control.” If it is true that 
the program “runs counter to the Con- 
sitution” and is “hardening” into per- 
manency, then there is but one conclu- 
sion—something unlawful is being put 
over on the American people. Such is 
the case if Mr. Sullivan is correct in 
his deductions. 

In Dr. Wirt’s original statement he 
declared that the radicals of the Brain 
Trust had said in his hearing: “We be- 
lieve that we have Mr. Roosevelt in 
the middle of a swift stream and that 
the current is so strong that he can not 
turn back or escape it. We believe that 
we can keep Mr. Roosevelt there until 
we are ready to supplant him with a 
Stalin. We all think that Mr. Roose- 
velt is only the Kerensky of this revo- 
lution. We are on the inside. We can 
control the avenues of influence.” 


Dr. Wirt also pictured the Brain 
Trust as trying to thwart recovery 
and prolong the Country’s destitution 
until the American people would be 
willing to give up to a dictatorship 
that would take over everything. 

Commenting on this matter, Mr. Sul- 
livan continues: “The evidences of au- 
thenticity in Dr. Wirt’s letter are many. 
It is a fact that several of the measures 
emanating from the radicals have had 
the effect of slowing up recovery. This 
could hardly be without design on the 
part of the framers of these measures. 


The bill which purported to be for the - 


regulation of stock exchanges, as orig- 
inally written, would have caused all 
the banks of the country to begin to 
sell securities held as collateral for 
loans. It would have renewed the de- 
pression by bringing about one of those 
spasms of deflation which were the 
mark of the depression. To avert this 
it was necessary to have the bill re- 
written.” 

Discussing the technique of social 
changes, Mr. Sullivan says: “Revolu- 
tions once set under way are pushed on 
by the law of inevitability. Step A 
once taken, compels step B; step 
compels step C, and so on until the 
revolution is complete.” 


Christians are Interested 
Parenthetically, it should be re- 


marked that if our government. is -in’ 


the process of re-making, if a revolu-. 


tion is on the way, the place to discuss . 


it frankly is in the columns of religious 
magazines such as The Defender. Of 
all people, Christians should be most 
interested because such a change would 
certainly involve their loss of religious 
liberty. 

Christians dare not shun their share 


of the responsibility. America was 


founded by devout Christians and not 


Brain Trusts. The Pilgrims came to 
these shores in search of religious lib- 
erty; they wanted to have a place 
where they could worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of conscience. If 
there is the least danger of this free- 
dom being jeopardized, Christians 
should be thinking about it. And re- 
member, there are no revolutions that 
do not result in the spilling of blood 
before they are finished. 

Freedom of worship no longer exists 
in Germany, Italy, or Russia. Presi- 
dent Taft once said: “The operations of 
the Government affect the interests of 
every Fame living within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States”. This being 
true, Christian citizens have a right to 
know as much as can be known, about 
the developments behind the scenes of 
Official Washington. 

Who are the men that are respon- 
sible for the changes now taking place? 

They are the “Hot-Dog Boys”. 

More about them later. 

Wirt and Lawrence 

Many business men in all parts of 
the United States look upon David 
Lawrence as being their most depend- 
able source of information. He pub- 
lishes The United States News from 
Washington. His most recent analysis 
of the New Deal in general, and the 
Wirt charges in particular, is most 
valuable for thoughtful people who are 
searching for “straws in the wind” in 
order to determine which way the wind 
is blowing. 

“Dr. Wirt has risked ridicule and 
abuse by stating openly that he want- 
ed to know whether a revolution was 
being planned in America”, says Mr. 
Lawrence. He calls certain phases of 
the New Deal “As unfair a method of 
forcing the citizen to forfeit his Con- 
stitutional rights as has ever been de- 
vised.” 

Shrewd, subtle Liberalists, clever in- 
tellectuals, have drafted the recent leg- 
islation that has been issued from the 
White House for the purpose of requir- 
ing Congress to give its powers over to 
the Brain Trust. Mr. Lawrence says: 
“It would be interesting to know the 
authorship of the New Deal legislation, 
just who sponsored some of the provi- 
sions in existing law and what were the 
reasons back of such sections of law 
as are today causing confusion and 
litigation. 

“There will be no difficulty in discov- 
ering that the ‘Blue Eagle’ was origin- 
ally set up as a government boycott 
without warrant of law, indeed the 
words of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act specifically stated that 
there must be no discrimination of any 
kind. The fact that the government 
encourages the discrimination does not 
make it lawful. 

“What conferences are held by mem- 
bers of the ‘Brain Trust’ with the mem- 
bers of Congress? By whose authority 
are they sent to Capitol Hill to lobby 
for legislation? And what interests do 
they- consult when they draft legisla- 
tion?’ -We cannot for either the good 
of the left wing or the right wing point 
of view afford to have secrecy in gov- 
ernment. 

“Members of Congress, driven by the 
party whip, have been inclined to ac- 
cept Administration proposals as being

But he cannot possibly know the hid- 
den meanings that lurk in the clever 
and adroit phrases written into legis- 
lation by a group of brain trusters who 
have in the back of their minds a com- 
plete alteration of our system of gov- 
ernment.

ers behind the throne. The latest spec- 
tacular inside job they did was on the 
stock exchange reform bill.

The smart boys worked on it for weeks 
in hiding before one of their number 
submitted copies to Mr. Roosevelt. ...

Knowing these and a great many 
other things about the inner workings 
at Washington, I felt constrained to 
send the following telegram to Con- 
gressman Bulwinkle the day Dr. Wirt 
appeared before his committee: “J beg 
your Committee to expose and oppose 
Radicalism of Frankfurter Hot-Dog 
boys and other Washington Brain 
Trusters who are demanding Congress 
destroy Constitutional government by 
enacting inimical legislation.” 


The Hot-Dog Boys 


As suggested above, the young radi- 
cals who bear the title Hot-Dog Boys, 
owe their allegiance to Professor Felix 
Frankfurter, one of the most — 
Jews in the world, who has charge of 
the Law Department of Harvard Uni- 
versity. These boys are said to be al- 
most entirely of Jewish extraction, as 
their names seem to imply. If present 
plans go through, it is anticipated that 
these are the ones who will eventually 
take over the complete management of 
the United States government. To say 
the least, they comprise a brilliant 
group of young intellectuals. 


An examination of these Boys goes 


‘ to confirm Congressman McFadden’s 


statement that from the beginning, 
Roosevelt’s Administration has been 
“Jewish controlled.” 

The new book entitled The New 
Dealers contains a study of the various 
men who are contributing their bit to 
the so-called New Deal. The Author 
writes in favor of these men and says 
frankly: “I believe in what they are 
trying to do”. A few quotations from 
this illuminating volume will give the 
story of the Hot-Dog Boys in a nut 
shell. 

Among the potent Jews which it dis- 
cusses are Morgenthau, Baruch, Bran- 
deis, and Frankfurter. Concerning 
Judge Brandeis of the United States 
Supreme Court, we read: “Brandeis was 
the John the Baptist of the New Deal. 
... His tragedy is that he is now an 
old man of over seventy-seven years. 
He is the prisoner of time and his own 
past. Like so many American Jews 
who have risen to the top, he was not 
born in New York City, being a native 
of Louisville, Kentucky. ... Woodrow 
Wilson failed Brandeis, who had to wait 
for the second Roosevelt to give Lib- 
eralism another chance.... As gradu- 
ates of Harvard Law School, these New 
Deal attorneys (Hot-Dog Boys) reflect 
Brandeis and Frankfurter in their line 
of thought. 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt has been 
heard to say that the only man in the 
world who can give him mental indi- 
gestion is Frankfurter. He has the 
acute problems of the world at his fin- 
ger-tips and can cover more ground in 
three hours than the average “superior 
intellect® can cover in a day. Heisa 
tireless talker and an inexhaustible let- 


ter-writer. If Brandeis is a prophet, 
Frankfurter is a trainer of prophets 
who has made the Harvard Law School 
a sort of racing stable for liberal law- 
yers. One of our greatest teachers of 
youth, he also has the tact and ability 
to teach governors and Presidents. He 
has a keen mind and there are few men 
in America who can talk more entic- 
ingly. Unlike that other great Jew, 
Bernard M. Baruch, who, after makin 
a fortune in speculation, has mastere 
the text-book maxims of old-line eco- 
nomics and aspires to be known as the 
perpetual adviser to all Presidents of 
all Parties at all times and upon all 
subjects, Frankfurter usually has some- 
thing to say which is worth hearing. 


“Felix more than any other one per- 
son is the legal master-mind of the 
New Deal, although he is in large part 
only the transmitter of the apostolic 
succession of Louis D. Brandeis. Like 
Brandeis, he can not watch the game 
without putting his hands on the board. 

“Frankfurter is not a native of this 
country. He was born in Vienna and 
was not brought to the United States 
until he was twelve years old. He fits 
in beautifully with the Roosevelt tech- 
nique for fighting Brandeis with fire, 
like Roosevelt conceals the true force 
of his character behind an unquenca- 
able sense of humor and a merry man- 
ner. He was one of the leaders in the 
heart-rending, skull-cracking legal bat- 
tle to save Sacco and Vanzetti from the 
Massachusetts electric chair, and he 
wrote a book about it. His intimacy 
with Roosevelt dates back to the Wil- 
son Administration when Frankfurter’s 
work on the War Labor Policies Board 
brought him in frequent contact with 
the Navy. 

“At any rate, Franklin frequently in- 
vited Felix to come to Albany for a 
general gabble and incidental diagnosis 
of that ever-interesting patient known 
as the state of the nation. And Felix 
urged in letters to his friends and in 
conversation Roosevelt’s nomination for 
the Presidency, being one of the few 
liberal intellectuals who saw that 
Roosevelt was their man. 

“When the pie-counter was set up for 
the New Deal, Roosevelt wanted him to 
become Solicitor-General but Frankfur- 
ter refused to take that job—or any 
other. Roosevelt would have welcomed 
him in almost any position up to, and 

robably including, the Treasury port- 
olio or the Governorship of the Feder- 
al Reserve Board, but Frankfurter was 
adamant. The most he would do was to 
accede to Roosevelt’s request that he 
supply the Administration with a hand- 
picked group of liberal lawyers. When 
Wallace and Tugwell planned their new 
farm administration, they asked Frank- 
furter to recommend a Solicitor for the 
Department of Agriculture. He sug- 
gested Jerome N. Frank, a liberal Jew- 
ish lawyer of Chicago. 

*Thus there are Frankfurter men 
established in key posts throughout the 
Administration. Phere are now be- 
tween seventy-five to a hundred men in 
the Administration who studied under 
Frankfurter. The fact that so many 
liberal lawyers are Jews has succeeded 
in giving an accidentally Semitic cast 
of countenance to the legal front of the 
New Deal, which has produced ominous 
mutterings in the political hinterland 
and which in part precipitated the 

uarrel between Peek and Tugwell in 
the Department of Agriculture, Peek 
having raised the racial issue by the 


assertion that visiting farmers and 
business men from the West and South 
complained about the Jewish lawyers 
they had to deal with. 


“The Jewish contribution to the New 
Deal is, therefore, precisely that spe- 
cialized intelligence which makes other 
races fear them when they are treated 
as a separate community. For Roose- 


velt has discovered what the English | 
have known since the day of Disraeli, | 


that the Jew is a bad servant and a 
bad master, but a superb partner in 
any bold enterprise. “ 


“He (Frankfurter) urged against al- 
lowing any of the revolutionary legis- 
lation to come before the Court until 
Congress had reaffirmed its intent by 
re-enacting the emergency measures, 
This strategy would also allowthe 
Grim Reaper to do his stuff on some of 
the conservative dodos on the bench. 
So Frankfurter advised the Administra- 
tion to “go slow” and that was his part- 
ing word to almost every one of his 
lieutenants in each of the experimental 
wings of the Roosevelt Revolution. Ac- 
cordingly, he will continue to be a pow- 
erful factor in the New Deal and some

GROWS 


EFENDER READERS are kept in- 
formed by regular reports appear- 
ing in these columns concerning the 
progress being made in Liberia, West 
Africa where Paul Nyecka Revere, the 
converted son of a savage witch-doctor, 
is preaching the Gospel among the Kru 
tribes with such fruitful results. He 
recently baptized 300 definite converts 
in one tribe to which he carried the 
Gospel story. Paul is well educated, 
having been schooled in America, but 
also has a deep abounding love for the 
salvation of his people. 

A copy of the Tract-Message en- 
titled: “The Story of Paul Revere of 
the Kru Tribes” will be cheerfully sent 
to persons writing to Defender Head- 
quarters requesting same. 

Last month we published a letter 
from Paul telling of his need for school 
books of all kinds from the first to 
eighth grades. He also requested large 
maps of Africa, geographies, song 
books, slates, pencils, blackboards, ink, 
erasers, writing paper, large Testa- 
ments, Bibles, etc. 

The official language of Liberia is 
English. The Kru tongue has never 
been reduced to writing. 

Defenders Headquarters expects to 
make the shipment to Paul about May 
1st. Already, a considerable quantity 
of material has been received from 
Readers. Let others who feel impress- 
ed to do so, send packages of the above 
materials to Wichita promptly.

Eighteen months have come and gone 
since Defender Readers sent Paul back 
as a missionary to his own people. The 
first stage of his work has been com- 
pleted, namely, a rapid, intense pro- 
gram of evangelism among the Krus. 
We can now think of the second stage 
of this Crusade which will involve a 
stabilizing effort for the purpose of or- 
ganizing groups of native Chistians in- 
to Defender bands. Paul has_ been 
training several of his converts so that 
before a great while they will be able 
to assume responsibilities in the Chris- 
tian ministry. 

The task of stabilizing the results of 
the evangelistic ministry will rest, in 
the last analysis, upon the trained na- 
tive workers. If the second stage of the 
Crusade is carried on effectively, nat- 
urally it will necessitate an increase in 
financial expenditure. Thus far Paul’s 
work has been carried on by a regular 
monthly allowance of $90.00 plus the 
expense of his. voyage, the cost of 
Bibles, the publishing of the Liberian 
Defender, and a few other small inci- 
dentals. But looking toward the fu- 
ture and planning for the Christianiza- 
tion of the districts that he has touch- 
ed, Defender Readers are hereby urged

FAMILY 


XTRACTS from a recent letter 

from Rev. and Mrs. Leonardo Mer- 

cado, Defender workers among one 
colony of Yaqui Indians in Arizona: 

Of all the Indians that seem to be 
forgotten, none are in greater need of 
the Gospel than the Yaqui. We are en- 
joying our work among them more and 
more, feeling as we do the help of the 
Defender Family through prayer. 

We had oceasion recently to compare 
Malinche and Messenger! Perhaps the 
meaning of this abstruse phrase will be 
understood as we proceed. 

A little Indian boy was very sick. 
The Yaqui Village has no doctor save 
the “cwranderos” and the “brujos” the 
former being crude “medicine men” and 
the latter, the dreaded “witch doctors”. 








“The mother did not hesitate to say: 


“We can not make him a malinche, be- 
cause we are Christians”. They tried 
to make her believe if she would cove- 
nant to have him grow up as a malin- 
che, he would get well. “But his father 
isn’t here”, said the neighbors, “and he 
won’t know anything about it,” yet the 
mother stood her ground. She refused 
because they were one of few Indian 
families who had recently accepted 
Christ. True the father was not there, 
he had come into town to Sunday 
School to our Phoenix Mexican Church 
and had asked his Sunday School Class 
to pray for his “chubby boy”. 

Then the phone rang and as I an- 
swered it the voice of the mother said: 
“Tell Josemaria to come right home, 
that the baby is going to die.” As I 
relayed the message, his eyes watered 
with tears as he said: “I have given 
him to my Lord, and if He wants us to 
take care of Him, He will heal him, 
while if He needs him, I will have to 
say Amen.” He then begged me to ask 
the church to pray for him and the 
child just. before going home. 

The church prayed, and God heard. 
The boy was burning up with typhoid 
fever, but one touch of the Lord and he 
was well again. “We took him up and 
offered him to the Lord in front of our 
neighbors,” the brother later told us, 
“and they know it was God who healed 


him.” “He ought to be a malinche”, 
the heathen neighbors said: “No, but a 
messenger and servant of the Lord he 
sshall be” said the happy Christian 
parents. 


What is a malinche? Oh, that we 
could truly explain the savage life that 
malinches live! A malinche is a boy 
raised by his parents with the purpose 
of perpetuating the tribal dance during 
his whole life time. But because it is 
the mother’s vow, (for the mother is 
the one in the Yaqui household who al- 
ways agrees to turn young sons over to 
this practice when they become sick 
unto death) the malinche has to wear 
girl’s clothing! He has to stand the 
jeers and mockery of his friends and 
dance in public meetings all the time. 
The dancing is kept up, once started, 
until the dancers are completely ex- 
hausted. They are given liquor, (and 
how we wished the Wets could see the 
result of their votes and its effect on 
these poor ignorant Yaqui creatures) 
this helps them to wear themselves out 
until sometimes they fall at the feet of 
the musicians. Instead of sympathy, 
they receive foul words from those who 
watch. The malinche is despised for 
not lasting throughout the fiesta. 


Thus it will be seen that if a sick boy 
is committed to this kind of a life by 
the vow of his mother during his ill- 
ness, recovery only means that a 
wretched life awaits him in future 
years. 


However, the child of these Chris- 
tian parents will not grow up to be a 
malinche but as the father and mother 


said to me: “You are our spiritual 
father, and so when the boy is six 
years old, he is yours to train for the 
work of the Lord.” Of course we have 
accepted our responsibility and are 
planning to receive him for training in 
the service of the Lord in later years 
if God wills it so. 

This missionary work among the 
Yaqui Indians is deserving of the sup- 
port of Christian people everywhere.

HE title of this book is a misnomer 

according to the Author who is sick- 
ened with the deception that there 
could even be such a thing as justice 
under the red flag. He worked in Sov- 
iet Russia two years as an instructor in 
the department of Agriculture, learned 
the language, traveled twenty-five 
thousand miles over the Empire, and 
lived on government farms in the Cau- 
casus, North Russia, and Siberia. He 
came away knowing that Communism 
is the world’s greatest foe of the labor- 
ing classes. His story of the suffering 
of the masses will not be disputed by 
anyone who knows the actual truth. 


The only people in Russia who have 
plenty are the few hundred rulers in 
Moscow. These men, purporting to be 
friends of the poor, are really their bit- 
terest enemies. They deliberately pro- 
mote starvation in order to keep the 
people in a weakened state, susceptible 
to reigns of terror, riots and acts of 
violence. 

Having lived in the interior of Rus- 
sia, Mr. Waters knows life as it really 
is among the great rank and file of the 
people. He affirms: “The average 
tourist, or visitor to Russia is usually 
not permitted to see any more than 
what has been especially prepared for 
him to see.” 

“Plainly speaking”, he continues, 
“all of Russia is a prison, because no 
one is permitted to leave the country 
unless authorized to do so by the gov- 
ernment. The authorization is only 
given to those who are selected to do 
some particular work in outside coun- 
tries and in most cases, they are mem- 
bers of the Communist party.” Thus, 
Moscow tries to keep its crimes secret. 
It cringes when exposures such as we 
have in Red Justice are made. 


Mr. Waters divides his book into 
twelve chapters: “Purpose of the Five 
Year Plan’, “Home Life and Life of the 
Workers”, “Forced Labor”, “Religious 
Persecution”, “Morals”, “Liquidation of 
the Peasant and Kulak”, “Russian Pris- 
ons and Secret Service Police’, “Mis- 
takes of the Untrained”, “Russian Edu- 
cational System”, “Health in Soviet 
Russia”, “Propaganda in Russia” and 
“Communist Activities in the United 
States”. 


Mr. Waters shows how Communism 
is at work in the United States at the 
— time and on pages 79-80 he 
ists the names of 45 organizations 
which he says are committed to the 
task of establishing a Soviet Union in 
this Country. 


Several succinct statements are quot- 
ed from Red leaders showing the true 
character of Communism, such as the 
one by Menjinsky who stated Moscow’s 
policy of dealing with other nations, in 
these words: “As long as there are 
idiots to take our signature seriously, 
and to put their trust in it, we must 
promise everything that is asked, and 
as much as one likes, if we can only 


get something tangible in exchange.” 

If Red Justice could be placed in 
the hands of every Reader of this De- 
fender and then loaned to a circle of 
friends, it would contribute much to- 
ward stemming the present tide of 
Communism in the United States.

“There is neither Jew nor Greek, for 
ye are all one in Christ Jesus”. 

Judaism and Christianity are con- 
trasted briefly in the first chapter of 
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this book. The difference between Jews 
and Israelites is explained. The ques- 
tion “What is the Talmud?” is an- 
swered. The history of Israel is 
sketched. Al! of this is a background 
to the discussion of Palestine’s recent 
rehabilitation which comes in the sec- 
ond chapter. 

The contention is that Palestine 
rightfully belongs to Israel because of 
God’s covenant with Abraham. The 
restoration now in progress is inter- 
ab as being in exact accord with the 
ulfillment of a series of prophecies 
having to do with the soon return of 
Christ. Zionism, and its religious and 
political objectives, are considered. 
Jews are now going back to Palestine 
from all parts of the world; Dr. Michel- 
son prints a picture of a family of 
Chinese Jews that recently returned, 
dressed in Chinese clothing. The po- 
tential mineral wealth of the Dead Sea 
is described as being 13888 billions of 
dollars. In fact, the very latest in- 
formation on the lercsang growth and 
development of Palestine is presented. 


The book, as a whole lives up to its 
title and will be of particular interest 
to students of prophecy who are watch- 
ing the changes that are taking place in 
the Holy Land.

HE AUTHOR establishes, beyond 

controversy, the fact that one can 
not be both an evolutionist and a Chris- 
tian. When carried to its logical end, 
the theory of man’s animal origin de- 
stroys every fundamental of the Chris- 
tian religion. 


“I will take my stand by the old Bible 
even though all the evolutionists in the 
world assail it”, says Dr. Johnston. “It 
is my chart and compass, and some day 
through its guidance, I will land inside 
the city of God.... All Communists in 
Russia are evolutionists and also Athe- 
ists. If the red flag is ever hoisted 
over the National Capitol at Washing- 
ton, we will be able to thank the teach- 
ers of Evolution for the catastrophe.”

By Sir 
Charles Marston. Published by Flem- 
ing H. Revell Company.

GIR CHARLES MARSTON is intro- 

duced by the Publishers of this book 
as being “one of the world’s foremost 
authorities on the actualities of the Is- 
raelite Exodus from Egypt. He is an 
archaeologist with a purpose. His am- 
bition to correct the critics of the Bible 
who have intimated that the Book of 
Genesis (for example) was written 
eight centuries after the Exodus, has 
caused hundreds of acres of ancient soil 
to be excavated in Palestine and Meso- 
potamia.” 


Liberalists will find scant occasion 
for encouragement in this truly re- 
markable volume. In fact, many of 
their dogmatic opinions are sure to be 
blasted beyond hope of repair. Mod- 
ernist preachers are hereby warned to 
keep “hands off” of this book or they 
may find themselves coming back to 
the Bible as God’s inspired Word. 


Turning to archaeological science, we 
face concrete, demonstrated proofs of 
ancient Biblical statements which can 
not otherwise be fully understood. 
However, the Author “makes no claim 
to infallibility” and there may even be 
differences of interpretation placed up- 
on some of his findings. He first tells 
of his “Sources of Information” and 
then makes an examination of evidence 
concerning the Flood, Next comes the 
“Shepherd Kings” of ancient Egypt, 
the “Origin of the Phoenicians” and 
“Evidence about Abraham”. Jericho, 


the probable date of the exodus from 
Egypt, the person and work of Moses, 
and archeological evidence from Sinai 
are a few of the other major themes 
treated.

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Present Anti-Christian Factors in Light of Prophecy

EVELATION 18: verses 1 to 10 

contains a vivid description of a fe- 
rocious beast, not a zoological mons- 
trosity, but a system of governments 
and dictators who, though not having 
received a kingdom, nevertheless, have 
the “authority as kings”. A definition 
of those present anti-Christian world 
factors is contained in the seventeenth 
chapter of Revelation. It must not 
even be supposed that this monster is 
a sudden development of current histo- 
ry. This rising monster has its origin 
in the first Babylonian abomination, 
where was developed the first counter- 
feit of God’s plan of salvation, namely 
“Babylon, the mother of harlots”. 
Semiramis, mother and also the wife of 
Nimrod, founded such a religion which 
fabricated an imitation of God’s plan 
for the redemption of the human race. 


In this secret system she became 
“the queen of Heaven,” and her adul- 
terous son, “the son of God”. The ini- 
tiated were said to have experienced “a 
new birth” and were forever committed 
to loyalty to “the invisible kingdom”. 


The reference of Revelation 17, verse 
5, describes accurately this spiritual 
Babylon which was further developed 
by apostate Rome and later gained its 
fullest expression in the Papacy. This 
monstrous political beast carries the 
“harlot”. The entire scarlet abomina- 
tion comes “up out of the abyss” and 
again disappears like a serpent writh- 
ing its way through the waters, disap- 
pearing and reappearing again and 
again. 

It would be fallacicus to claim that 
Bolshevism as it manifests itself in 
Soviet Russia is a full representation 
of this scarlet leper beast which has 
“feet like a bear”. Obviously, there are 
other heads which are equally fero- 
cious. In spite of the apparent rivalry 
of “heads” and “horns”, there appears 
to be a singleness of purpose. One 
needs but to take into consideration the 
language of that beast and observe the 
influence it exerts in order to recognize 
that these anti-Christian world factors 
have been amply described by this 
Bible prophecy. 


Let us again look at the leper beast 
of Revelation 13. It receives its power 
from “the great red dragon”, the “old 
serpent,” the arch rebel against the 
authority and supremacy of God. Its 
death stroke is healing rapidly and the 
entire world is wondering after it. 


Yes, even devil worship is coming in- 
to vogue again. The nations are being 
deceived by the doctrines of demons. 
The new confederacy of nations headed 
by a super militaristic Soviet Russia is 
indeed a combination which causes the 
nations to ask “who is able to make 
war with him?” 


But perhaps the most outstanding 
ear-mark, as far as Soviet Russia is 
concerned is its ability to speak “great 
things and blasphemies”. There never 
was a more diabolical scheme to damn 
the souls of men than is being devised 
by the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics through the propaganda of the 
Godless organization. The anti-God 
cartoons appearing on the cover pages 


of magazines and on Soviet posters are 
too diabolical to even describe. 


One of the characteristics which the 
chapter mentions is the fact that the 
beast makes “war against the saints”. 
The persecution of Christians in Soviet 
Russia rivals the savagery of a Nero, 
a Trajan, and that of the Inquisition.

A third characteristic is the fact 
that the beast gains the admiration of 
the entire world, of all those whose 
names are not recorded in the “Lamb’s 
book of life”. Our own beloved Ameri- 
ca seems to be no exception to this 
rule. In spite of startling disclosures 
of Communist plottings, recent press

reports carry dispatches of shameful 
bowing and scraping of our Washing- 
ton society folk to the Red embassy. 


A subversive press, not only belittles 
opposition to the spread of Commun- 
ism, but actually creates sentiment in 
favor of the system which is the avow- 
ed enemy of all Christian civilization. 
This, an apostatized clergy, and a radi- 
calized educational system are forming 
an unholy trinity which aims to de- 
stroy our democracy, our social struc- 
ture, and our “most holy faith.” The 
youth movement only serves as a ve- 
hicle aiding the program of Commun- 
ism. Lenin said: “Youth is our best 
experiment. Hatred is the basis of 
Communism, therefore we must teach 
children to hate their parents. Obe- 
dience has no rightful place between 
human beings, not even between parents 
and children. Therefore we must en- 
courage young people to rebel against 
parental authority.” 


Hear the threat of the false apostles 
of Sovietism: “We have abolished God.

The 
Family must be replaced by the Com- 
munist party.” 

“In order to destroy the old order 
the Family must be broken up.” 

“For the success of the revolution 
we need women. . . To have women, 
they must be brought out of the home. 
The egoistic and instinctive sentiment 
of mother love must be destroyed. . . 
A woman is only a dog, a female ani- 
mal, if she loves her children.” 

Then observe the teachings in most of 
our schools and colleges where behav- 
ioristic psychology is upheld as “an aid 
to evolutionary progress” and where 
young people are encouraged to enter 
into an “understanding”, a less objec- 
tionable and more convenient arrange- 
ment than companionate marriage. Add 
to this the growing sentiment in favor 
of radicalism on the part of leading 
divines and church federations and 
you have a stupendous anti-Christian 
factor which no well-informed Chris- 
tian will ignore. 

I cannot here enter into a lengthy 
discussion of the significant and ob- 
vious similarity of such “uncrowned 
dictators” as Hitler, whose aim appears 
to be the destruction of the church, of 
Mussolini, who has taken more than 
one occasion to scoff at Divine authori- 
ty, of Kemal Pasha, who does not hesi- 
tate to express his contempt for reli- 
gion as a reactionary force, and of 
Marshall Pilsutski, who, though still 
tolerant of Romanism, has_ recently 
changed his attitude of opposition to 
the Soviets. He is now restricting the 
activities of Evangelicalism in Poland. 


“The mystery of iniquity doth alrea- 
dy work.” False doctrines and occul- 
tism -are spreading their comprises and 
the apostasy is gaining momentum. 
Yes, the shadows are lengthening. The 
hour of our Lord’s coming to catch 
away his bride is approaching. 

Even America is being deceived. 
Truly this is a time when God’s people 
should heed the warning to “watch and 
pray” and to make ready for their 
Lord’s return.

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The Resurrections

OHN 5:28-29, “Marvel not at this: 

for the hour is coming, in which all 
that are in the graves shall hear his 
voice. And shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection 
of life; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation.” 


A General Resurrection? 

In practically every Pastor’s hand- 
book there is a form of Burial Service; 
and in that portion of the Burial Serv- 
ice called the “Committal” you will find 


this language: 


“Forasmuch as it hath pleased Al- 
mighty God, in His wise providence, to 
take out of this world the soul of our 
deceased (brother), we therefore com- 
mit (his body) to the ground—earth to 
earth—ashes to ashes, dust to dust— 
looking for the General Resurrection in 
the last day,” ete. 


You will observe that a general res- 
urrection is here anticipated. But such 
is not in accord with the direct teach- 
ings of the Word cf God. 


A careful study of our text in con- 
nection with other Scriptures will read- 
ily reveal the fact that the idea of a 
general resurrection is erroneous. I say 
“a careful study of our text in con- 
nection with other Scriptures.” This 
method must be followed in all Bible 
study where the truth is sought. It is 
a lamentable fact that some people 
however, will take some passage of 
Scripture, whose meaning is somewhat 
obscure and on that single text will 
try to hang all the law and the proph- 
ets. They forget that Peter was very 
careful to inform us “that no prophecy 
of the Scripture is of any private inter- 
pretation.” 


Two Classes 


It is very clearly stated in our text 
that there are two classes. (Note 
Two classes; not just two sieges 
And by comparing other Scriptures we 
are assured that these two classes are 
separated by a period of time at least 
1,000 years in length. The two classes 
comprises those who are resurrected 
“unto life’, and those who are resur- 
rected “unto damnation” or judgment. 
This corresponds with Daniel 12:2. 


An Age Old Question 

There is an age old question that 
rises from the heart of almost every 
mortal: “If a man die shall he live 
again?” Thank God! Jesus has given 
us a satisfactory answer. “I am He 
that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, 
I am alive for evermore.” “Because I 
live ye shall live also.” “I am the 
resurrection and the life.” 

It seems quite clear that the Patri- 
archs very firmly believed in the resur- 
rection from the dead. Abraham told 
his servants that he and Isaac would 
return to them again after they wor- 
shipped on Mount Moriah, so sure was 
he that God could and would raise his 
son from the dead. See Genesis 22:5, 
and Hebrews 11:17-19. Job was every 
whit sound in his views on the resur- 
rection. Read Job 19:25-27. 


Isaiah rises to eloquence in proclaim- 
ing his message on the resurrection. 
“Thy dead men shall live, together with 


my dead body shall they arise. Awake 
and sing, ye that dwell in the dust; for 
thy dew is as the dew of the herbs, and 
the earth shall cast out the dead.” 
Daniel and Hosea were both exponents 
of the resurrection. Dan. 12:2,13; Ho- 
sea 13:14. Yes, the resurrection was 
also taught by the prophets. 


Witnessed by the People 

We read of two occasions in 2 Kings 
where the people had the privilege of 
witnessing two resurrections. The sto- 
ry of the Shunammite woman stands 
out in bold relief. Here is an exquisite 
example of faith. Leaving the cold 
form of her dead child lay, she sped on 
her way to the man of God. And did 
she there collapse under the strain of 
such awful anguish? Nay, but she 
stood firm and unmoved as only a 
faithful saint could stand! Upon being 
asked: “Is it well with thee? Is it well 
with thy husband? Is it well with the 
child?” she answered: “It is well.” 
Oh, she knew that God was able to 
make all things work together for 
good to them that love Him. So the 
man of God returned with her and life 
was again restored to the child. 


And the time came when this man of 
God died. (How obstinately this enemy, 
death, toils on! Even this man of God 
must go the way of all flesh. This 
should be a solemn reminder that “it 
is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment.”) And on a 
certain occasion as some of the Moabite 
were burying one of their band, being 
rushed for time, they just cast him 
into the sepulchre of Elisha. “And 
when the man was let down, and 
touched the bones of Elisha, he revived, 
and stood upon his feet.” 2 Kings 13: 
20, 21. 

Turning to the New Testament we 
find Jesus the Son of God demonstrat- 
ing the fact that He is “the resurrec- 
tion and the life.” On one occasion He 
raised one who had been dead only a 
few minutes. (Mark 5:41,42) On an- 
other occasion He raised one from the 
dead who had been dead several hours. 
(Luke 7:13,14.) Then on another He 
raised one who had been dead several 
days. (John 11:48,44) 

Someone has reminded us that the 
world’s “blackest” and “whitest” days 
came within three of each other. This 
is true. Indeed, how dark it was when 
the precious Lamb of God hung there 
suspended between heaven and earth, 
and the sun hid its face from such a 
scene of horror; refusing to witness the 
death of its Maker; even the Father 
turned away from the scene as He (the 
Son) became “sin for us.” But oh, me- 
thinks I can detect a twinkle of triumph 
in the eyes of the angel as he pro- 
claims “He is not here; He is risen!’ 
Glorious day! Let us exalt the risen, 
living, Christ 

We read in Matthew 27:52,53, that 
many of the Old Testament saints were 
resurrected at the time of the resurrec- 
tion of our ‘Lord Jesus Christ. They 
came out of their graves and went into 
the holy city, and were seen of many. 


The Dead in Christ 
Now we come to the phase of the 
subject in which we of today are most 


interested. The resurrection of the 
“dead in Christ” which immediately 
precedes the catching up of “we who 
are alive and remain.” This, we know 
is the blessed hope of the believer. 
And truly we believe it to be imminent. 
(1 Thes. 4:16,17; Rom. 8:23; Titus 2:13; 
I Cor. 15:51,52.) 


Come with me to the 20th Chapter of 
Revelation and the 4th verse. There 
we find another resurrection. These, 
the Word tells us, are those who re- 
fused to worship the Beast or take his 
mark. They are tribulation martyrs. 
This resurrection takes place some 
years after the translation of the 
Church. In Revelation 7:9-14, John de- 
scribes a white-robed multitude which 
no man could number. I am of the 
opinion that these are the souls of those 
whose bodies will be resurrected at the 
setting up of the millennial reign. Rev- 
elation 20:4.

Conclusion 


You will notice that the heading of 
this article is “The Resurrections”. 
Written in the plural, signifying more 
than one. Notwithstanding the fact 
that many good-meaning people believe 
and teach one general resurrection. 
How they can do so in the face of an 
open Bible I am not able to explain. 
It is an evident fact that there has 
been several instances of people being 
raised from the dead already. And in 
Paul’s letter to the Philippians he ex- 
pressed a desire to attain unto the res- 
urrection from among the dead. “If 
by any means I might attain unto the 
resurrection of the dead.” The Sco- 
field marginal reference assures us 
that Paul said “from among” the dead. 
Thus signifying that he expected some 
to be resurrected while others remain 
in their graves for a while. And that 
is exactly what the Bible teaches. 

“Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection.” If there 
is a first resurrection for the right- 
eous there must be a second for the un- 
righteous.

quickly reinforced by a great turning 
back to God through a revival of super- 
natural religion. Otherwise there is 
no hope. 


A recent Associated Press report 
from Milan, Italy says: “Premier Mus- 
solini’s newspaper Popolo d'Italia de- 
clared today that proposed legislation 
for federal supervision of Stock Ex- 
changes, in the United States, would 
spell the end of ‘Rugged Individualism’ 
in America. The paper found in the 
idea justification for the Fascist the- 
ory that the State must guarantee the 
‘collective good,’ even to the detriment 
of individual initiative.”

It is 
that in a modern State, instead of a 
class war between labor and capital, 
there is a constant struggle among a 
considerable number of economic 
groups, each seeking to gain special ad- 
vantages for itself, and that in order to 
prevent the gradual disintegration of 
the State in this struggle, it is the duty 
of the government to compel the vari- 
ous warring elements to collaborate for 
the ‘public good’ under the govern- 
ment’s supervision. 


“Under the Corporative State, in oth- 
er words, the government dominates 
the economic life of the country. It is 
supposed not only to halt the waste of 
unbridled competition in industry, as 
well as that of strikes and other forms 
of industrial disturbance, but also to di- 
rect the economic development of the 
country toward a reasonable goal. This 
concept, is summed up in Premier Ben- 
ito Mussolini’s slogan, ‘All within the 
State, all for the State, none against 
the State.’ ” 


All of which sounds good to the po- 
litical idealist and appears to be neces- 
sary in order to solve the economic and 
industrial problems of the present gen- 
eration. ut behind it is the spirit of 
Antichrist. It will eventually produce 
a World Bank, a World-State a 
World-Dictator, a World Program of 
Humanistic Religion, and a World Sys- 
tem of Police. Liberalism, Socialism, 
Fascism, and Communism all converge 
at one point—the elimination of per- 
sonal liberty. 


It is not difficult to see what will 
eventually happen to preachers and 
Christian believers of the old fashione:l 
Gospel who know age-end prophecy and 
believe in the doctrine of the Lord’s re- 
turn. The world-wide Corporative 
State of the Antichrist will leave no 
room for Second Coming of Christ 
teaching. It will be contrary to the al- 
leged “public good.” 


The Mark of the Beast 


Rev. 13:16 “And he causeth all, both 
small and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads: 


Rev. 13:17 “And that no man might 
buy or sell, save he that had the mark, 
or the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name.” 

For the first time in the history of 
the world we now see how the two 
above verses could be fulfilled. A 
“mark”, some kind of an emblem, a 
Blue Eagle, or something of the sort, 
will some day be imposed upon every 
line of business and industry without 
which “no man might buy or sell.” An 
international boycott is on the way! 
It will be considered necessary for the 
“public good.” The men who tear 
down representative governments in 
order to solve economic problems will 
think that necessity demands it—but 
may God pity them, for unwittingly 
they are helping to prepare the way for 
the coming of Antichrist. 

Is there no hope for God’s people in 
all this melee? Yes! “Pray always, 
that ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shall come 
to pass, | and to stand before the Son 
of man.” Luke 21:36: This simply 
means that the true saints will be taken 
out of the earth before the situation 
becomes unbearable. “The one shall 
be taken, and the other left.” 


Rome’s Revival 


In his remarkable book The Appoint- 
ed Time, oe Publishers, 50c) 
General F. D. Frost of Great Britain 
publishes a ao showing the exact ter- 
ritory ruled by Rome at the time of 
its maturity in A. D. 125. This is the 
area, which according to Daniel’s 
Image-Vision must be reconstructed 
and made into a League of ten Dicta- 
torships in order to set up the last, 
the fifth, great European kingdom.

With 
unmistakable exactness the boundary 
lines of old Rome are being carved. It 
is said that one day, following the 
World War, President Wilson and 
Colonel House sat down and rewrote 
the map of Europe. Unknown to them- 
selves they harmonized fully with the 
geographical plan of the second chap- 
ter of Daniel. 


The bitterest feelings have developed 
between Mussolini and Hitler of late, 
presumably because of Hitler’s attitude 
toward international Jewish bankers. 
Mussolini is favorable to the Jews ex- 
actly as the Antichrist will be when 
they unveil him to the world as their 
Messiah. It is no stretch of the truth 
to say that Mussolini has many of the 
characteristics of the Beast.

Britain, France, Italy, to Leave Aus- 
tria Alone.” This is exactly the pro- 
phetic line up.

Mussolini expects the whole world 
to be brought under his hypnotic spell 
sooner or later. A world-wide Social- 
istic program, in which the people of 
earth will be allowed to own nothing, 
is certain to exist during the last seven 
years of the age (seven years being 
the period of actual ‘Antichrist rule 
according to the ninth chapter of Dan- 
iel). This is the Beast system which 
will be set up after the armies of the 
Eastern and Western Leagues of na- 
tions meet in Palestine for the next 
world war. The Dictatorship of the 
Antichrist will embody certain prin- 
ciples of both Fascism and Commun- 
ism. 

In one of his most boastful speeches 
a few days ago, Mussolini said that 
before the present century ends, “Italy 
will have the primacy of the world.” 

He continued: “To the north and 
west there is little or nothing for us 
to do. Our future lies to the east and 
south, in Asia and Africa. Of all the 
great Occidental powers of Europe, the 
nearest to Africa and to Asia is Italy.. 
Italy has held a policy of friendship 
with Austria ever since the World War 
and will continue to do so. The Hun- 
garians are a strong people, who merit 
and will be accorded a better destiny. 
Our relations with Jugoslavia are nor- 
mal; that is to say, diplomatically 
correct, but nothing more. Relations 
with France have improved greatly.... 


. This game has a supreme stake — the 


lives of millions of men and the destiny 
of Europe.” 

After considering his speech as a 
whole, leading newspapers of the 
United States said in their headlines: 
“Il Duce Plans World Fascism”, “Mus- 
solint Declares He will Control the 
World”’, etc. 

A Composite Man 

On April 8th, the Chicago Tribune 
printed a full-page picture of what it 
called “The Composite Iron Man.” At 
the bottom of the page there appeared 
small pictures of the seven leading dic- 
tators of the world: Mussolini, Stalin, 
Hitler, Dolfuss, Pilsudski, Pacha, and 
Horthy, with this comment: “Mussolini, 
first of the all powerful dictators and 
still the most powerful man in Europe, 
has become a name symbolical of the 
new order of things in Italy, and is 
considered the model for several of the 
later and lesser dictators.” 

Then the artist proceeded to blend 
the photographs of the seven men into 
one colossal personality in order to 

roduce “The Composite Iron Man”, 

at a personage was thus built up! 
The facial expressions of the seven 
were run together, each man_ being 
compelled to contribute something to 
the picture. To say the least, the 
finished product is indeed an interest- 
ing study! 

Yes, a “Composite Man” is coming! 
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feet were as the feet of a bear, and his 
mouth as the mouth of a lion: and the 
dragon gave him his power and his 
seat, and great authority.” The dragon 
is Satan who gives power, seat, and 
authority to the Antichrist. History 
tells of many wicked men but the world 
has never yet seen a man thus com- 
pletely energized by Satanic forces. 
The leopard, bear, and lion may refer 
to the contributions which Italy, Rus- 
sia, and England will make to the last 
great world dictatorship over which the 
coming War Lord will rule. 

Rev. 13:3—“And I saw one of his 
heads as it were wounded to death; 
and his deadly wound was healed: And 
all the world wondered after the beast.” 
As truly as Christ resurrected from the 
dead, the Antichrist will also come to 
life after sustaining a fatal injury. 
From that hour until the end, there will 
exist a universal program of Devil-wor- 
ship. Some teach that this beast rep- 
resents a political system but this is a 
mistake for the reason that Revela- 
tion 19:20 later describes him clearly 
as a personality being thrown into the 
lake of fire. 

Rev. 13:4—“And they worshipped the 
dragon which gave power unto the 
beast: and they worshipped the beast, 
saying, who is like unto the beast? 
Who is able to make war with him?” 
During this period, the Antichrist will 
hold unhindered sway over the whole 
human race exactly like Mussolini con- 
trols Italy today, and as Stalin dom- 
inates Russia. 


Rev. 13:5—“And there was given un- 
to him a mouth speaking great things 
and blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months.” Therefore, we know that the 
“great tribulation” of Antichrist con- 
trol will last three and one-half years— 
42 months. This corresponds with “a 
time, and times, and half a time” of 
Revelation 12:14 and the “midst of the 
week,” (70th week of Daniel or last 
seven years of the age) Daniel 9:27. 


Rev. 13:6—“And he _ opened his 
mouth in blasphemy against God, to 
blaspheme his name, and his tabernacle, 
and them that dwell in heaven.” The 
attack of Jewish Communism against 
God is a significant fore-cast of what 
is coming later on a world-wide scale. 
While the Reds only control one-sixth 
of the earth’s surface at the present 
time, Antichrist’s dominion will take in 
the whole world. After the bride of 
Christ is translated to meet the Lord 
“in the air” Antichrist will be com- 
pletely possessed by the “Prince of the 
power of the air,” and will actually 
think to strike at the raptured saints 
“that dwell in heaven” waiting to re- 
turn with Christ to set up the Millen- 
nial reign. 


Rev. 13:7—“And it was given unto 
him to make war with the saints, and 
to overcome them; and power was giv- 
en him over all kindreds; and tongues, 
and nations.” God’s people could not 
be made to suffer more than they are 
today in Russia. Their persecution 
even surpasses in some respects that 
which was endured by Christians under 
Nero. The difference is that during the 
reign of the Antichrist, the pogroms 
against the Christian believers who 
were not translated, will not be con- 
fined to any particular part of the 
world. It will be a crusade reaching to 
the ends of the earth in which persons 





bearing the name of Christ will be 
hunted down and killed like animals. 


The Second Beast 


Rev. 13:11—“And I beheld another 
beast coming up out of the earth; and 
he had two horns like a lamb, and he 
spake as a dragon.” The beast of this 
verse will be the religious dictator of the 
world. No man can escape his own re- 
ligious instincts. They area part of his 
very nature. Even when Satan is 
turned loose during the tribulation, man 
will have a plan of worship in which 
the State will control the Church as is 
the case in Germany today. The sec- 
ond beast will confer worship upon the 
first beast. He will look like a reli- 
gious lamb but will possess the spirit 
of the Devil. 


Rev. 138:12—“And he exerciseth all 
the power of the first beast before him, 
and causeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worship the first beast, 
whose deadly wound was healed.” Now 
we see the Satanic trinity. The dragon 
is Satan,—anti-God. The first beast is 
anti-Christ. The False Prophet is anti- 
Holy Ghost. 


Rev. 13:13—“And he doeth great 
wonders, so that he maketh fire come 
down from heaven on earth in the sight 
of men.” The False Prophet will even 
counterfeit the miracles of our Lord. 
There is a craving in every heart for 
something supernatural. People look 
for signs. When Jesus was asked for a 
sign, He referred to Jonah’s removal 
from the belly of the sea monster as a 
type of His resurrection. The miracles 
of the False Prophet will astound the 
world and lead a duped humanity to 
believe that the gods have at last 
come down to earth. He will even 
cause flames to be generated in the at- 
mospheric regions thereby counterfeit- 
ing the fire of Elijah on Mount Car- 
mel. Spiritism will then be universally 
practiced through unhindered contact 
with demon intelligences. 


Rev. 13:14—“And deceiveth them 
that dwell on the earth by the means 
of those miracles which he had power 
to do in the sight of the beast; saying 
to them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the

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beast, which had the wound by the 
sword, and did live.””’ The False Proph- 
et’s greatest miracle will be the crea- 
tion of a living image which will be 
the sublime culmination of the idol 
worship of the ages. Dr. Lamb says: 
“So terrific will be the power of this 
beast that he will actually make the 
image to become as a living and speak- 
ing monstrosity. We are not told how 
this terrific Satanic climax will be ef- 
fected, but the very image will be used 
to intensify the red fires of persecution 
against those found unwilling to yield.” 


A Living Machine 


Rev. 13:15—“‘And he had power to 
give life unto the image of the beast, 
that the image of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed.” The machime 
age will draw to a close with this as its 
greatest achievement. Technocrats will 
see in it an invention that will exceed 
their fondest dreams and wildest expec- 
tations. A philosopher once said that 
whatever the human mind can conceive, 
can be accomplished. Thousands of 
modern scientific minds are dreaming 
of the day when A MACHINE WITH 
A SOUL will be produced. Is such an 
invention soon to be announced to a 
startled world? Will a living Robot 
be produced in some laboratory by de- 
monized and superhuman intelligence? 
Satan lurks in the shadows behind 
much of modern scientific and _philo- 
sophical effort. 

The imposing statement in Liberty 
referred to in the first paragraph of 
this article has no doubt arrested the 
attention of millions. The writer is 
describing the invention of “a young 
scientist” by the name of Norman B. 
Krim who recently presented the ex- 

lanation of his “Z'hinking Machine 

efore the students’ Branch of the 
American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers and convinced that body of the 
success of his experiment.” We read: 


’ “Hereafter the world’s work may be 


done by intricate mechanisms that 
think for themselves.” Mr. Krim comes 
from New York and has been studying 
for some time at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Excitedly the writer relates how the 
Krim “Thinking Machine” was born: 
“Midnight. Tensely the figure of a 
young scientist is bending over a weird 
box-like contrivance. As the blackness 
of the night begins to blend with the 
gray of another day, he completes his 
job. An interval of dead silence. An 
involutary cry. He has achieved a 
modern miracle! He has taught a ma- 
chine to think! 

“Some time later the world is gal- 
vanized by the report of an extraordina- 
ry experiment which breaks down the 
barrier between the automaton and the 
man — a machine that has a brain. 
Skeptical questions fly thick and fast: 
What is the meaning of this experi- 
ment? Can the machine have a will of 
its own? Can it express likes and dis- 
likes? Can it forget and remember? 
Already accustomed to machines that 
open and lock doors, pilot airplanes and 
steamships, give warnings, the world 
still hesitates to accept a machine that 
thinks for itself. Can you imagine a 
robot that picks his food with the 
daintiness of an epicure, that learns a 
lesson and forgets it again like an ani- 
mal or a thoughtless child? Yet that 


has been achieved. The electric indus- 
try manufactures robot pilots to direct 
airplanes, steamships, and torpedoes. 
PThe robot door at the Pennsylvania 
Station in New York opens of its own 
accord as soon as the shadow of a per- 
son falls across an invisible beam of 
light. Computing machines and other 
devices perform certain functions more 
— than the human brain. But 

rim’s machine actually possesses a 
memory and whims. Its _ inception 
marks the birth of the Golem. The 
monster of Frankenstein has leaped in- 
to being in the unassuming form of 
the Thinking Machine.” 


Later in the article we are told: “It 
is difficult to describe these machines 
in terms intelligible to the lay reader. 
The description involves discussions of 
rheostats and ohms, of electric mag- 
nets, photoelectric cells, and the various 
laws that govern the flow of electricity. 
It is not surprising that electricity 
plays an important part. The investi- 


gations of modern physicists suggests 
ae all life may be a form of electrici- 

y:’ 

Mr. Krim first became enamored 
with the idea of inventing a living ma- 
chine while taking a course in psycholo- 
gy. The “desirability” of “brid ing the 
gulf between created and manufactured 
life, between the animal and the auto- 
maton” then dawned upon him. His 
“Thinking Machine” resulted from a 
year of experimentation. He had been 
reading after such _ materalistic psy- 
chologists as John B. Watson and the 
Russian teacher Professor Pavlov, who 
believe that life has purely a material 
basis resulting from combinations of 
physical forces. It is explained that: 
“Krim contends there is no necessity 
for assuming a mystical explanation of 
the phenomena of life if they can be 
explained in the language of chemistry 
and electricity.” 

We read further: “Krim’s Thinking 

—Turn To Page 30. 
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Machine is a miracle that can be ex- 
plained in terms of science. The sensi- 
tive ear is a microphone that changes 
sound into electric energy. The eyes 
are photoelectric cells that have the 
power to distinguish red from green 
and to differentiate, at least by color. 
The Thinking Machine has no sense of 
smell. But this difficulty will soon be 
remedied. A Harvard scientist has suc- 
ceeded in constructing a ‘sniffer,’ a 
mechanism which intensifies the sense 
of smell. The design of the next robot 
will provide for a mechanical nose.” 


This kind of scientific endeavor is 
yet in its infancy. But rapid strides 
are being made. No scientist has more 
than a vague idea of what electricity is, 
or what it is capable of doing. We 
know how to produce electricity but we 
do not know what it is. Already some 
men of science are touching the hem of 
the garment of even higher energies. 
Other fields are to be explored that will 
bring forth hidden powers even more 
remarkable than electricity and radio 
in their present forms. At last, when 
the men of science who are working 
along the line that Mr. Krim is labor- 
ing, have exhausted every resource, the 
beast will appear on the scenes with 
knowledge not possessed by another 
human being in the world. He will be- 
gin where they are compelled to leave 
off. He will create a living Franken- 
stein! The world will then catch up 
with the prophetic words uttered by 
John the aged revelator back in the 
year 96 A. D. The entire human fam- 
ily will be dazed and frightened at the 
appearance of the image which will 
speak. 

“And he had power to give life un- 
to the image of the beast.” Yes, demon 
energy from the dragon will actually 
flow through the Frankenstein. It will 
speak words of superhuman wisdom 
that will make the Delphic Oracle of 
ancient Greece fade into insignificance. 
However, an examination of the origin- 
al text in which Revelation 13:15 was 
written, shows that life in this passage 
is an entirely different word from that 
used in any other place in the Bible. 
It is not human life that will permeate 
the image. Scientists, therefore, will 
not manufacture ordinary life; they 
will produce something by super-elec- 
trical processes, but not human life. 


There are three Greek words in the 
New Testament that are translated 
life. They are bios (physical life), 
psuche (mental life), and zoe (eternal 
life). But in Revelation 13:15 the 
Greek word is—and this is the only 
place that it occurs in the Scriptures— 
pneuma. Pneuma (pronounced pnyoo- 
mah) comes from pneo which means 
“to breathe hard.” In its purest and 
most applicable form, pneuma means 
“breath.” In other words, breath com- 
ing from some demon source will be 
manifested in the image. Daniel 11:38, 
“But in his estate he shall honor the 
God of forces.” 

Millions of people will be assembled 
at Jerusalem. Millions more all over 
the earth, will be listening through 
radio and televison sets. Press agents 
from all parts of the world will be 
there. The cables will be buzzing. Mo- 
tion picture machines will be clicking. 
There will be a great throng within the 
temple walls. Thousands more in the 
area outside. Other thousands, packed 
in Jerusalem’s streets, listening 





through loud speakers. A great hush 
is upon the whole world. There is 
breathless suspense. Inside the temple, 
Jewish leaders are officiating at the 
blasphemous ceremonies. The daily 
sacrifice is officially nullified. All eyes 
are focused upon the image of the 
beast. And gradually, the triumphant 
hour for the Antichrist arrives. The 
lips of the image open and close. Sure 
enough, it speaks. It speaks! Ic 
speaks! The message that it brings is 
heralded to the world. “And the world 
wondered.”

VERSE 22-15—Always tell the truth 
and you can tell the same story 
every time. 

V. 16—They began with words of 
smoothest flattery. The devil is never 
so dangerous, nor so malicious, as when 
he flatters. 

V, 20—Answer (v. 21) “Caesar’s,” 
and they have caught themselves, not 
Him. “Very well,” Jesus continues, :n 
effect, “you accept the money of the 
foreign government, you must then ac- 
cept your responsibilities to it. If you 
use Caesar’s money, you must pay Cae- 
sar’s toll.” 

Some things due God are: absolute 
surrender of the will, gratitude for His 
blessings, praise for His excellencies, 
worship of Himself and service for 
Him. 

It is passing strange, that, usually, 
in sermons on v. 21, the whole empha- 
sis is laid upon our duty to Caesar. 
His whole utterance is of paramount 
importance. Things to Caesar; things 
to God. 

Man’s first duty is to God. God is 
infinite, man is finite, and no number 
of finites make, or equal, an infinity. 


Our duty to God can be summed up 
in one word—LOVE. But what, then, 
is love? To love another is to have a 
desire for, and delight in, his welfare; 
it is not a mere emotion. To love God 
with al] the heart, soul, mind and 
strength, is to have a supreme desire 
for, and delight in, God’s glory, so to 
that desire for, and delight in, every- 
thing else is made absolutely second- 
ary. 

There are many, today, who call 
themselves Christian, who lack the 
clear moral discernment of this scribe 
(See his answer in Mk. 12:32-33)—with 
these, church-going, psalm-singing, 
praying and Bible-reading, are of more 
importance than love to God and their 
fellow men. 


The law says: “This do, and thou 
shalt live;’’ the Gospel says: “Live, and 
thou shalt do this.” We get life as a 
gift, and then obey, because we have 
life, rich and abundant, springing up 
within us, and prompting us, daily, to 
do the will of God.

Christ (2 Cor. 5:10; Rom. 14:10), but 
the believer appears there only to be 
Judged as to his REWARD, the eternal 
destiny of the believer is decided the 
ae he accepts Jesus Christ (John 

V. 31—When Jesus came the first 
time, He came in humiliation: When 
He comes again, He shall come in His 
glory, “all the angels” will be His com- 
panions (16:27; Mk. 8:38; 2 Thess. 1: 
7-10). Christ’s coming at death or at 
the destruction of Jerusalem, or at the 
descent of the Holy Spirit does not in 
any sense fulfill the requirements of 
these and similar passages. 

V. 34—“Blessed” means “well spok- 
en of.” The blessed of the Father He 
invites to an inheritance in the kingdom 
(Jas. 2:5; Rev. 21:7). The inheritance 
of the kingdom is not something we 
earn, it is a gift (Lk. 12:32). 

Invited to an inheritance in His king- 
dom because they had administered to 
Him in His need. The whole destiny 
of man hangs on his faith, but the 
proof of faith is conduct (Gal. 5:6; Jas. 
2:17-18). How glad we ought to be to 
give the thirsty Christ a drink, when 
we think of the water He has already 
given us (John 4:14; 6:55). How glad 
we ought to be to give the hungry 
Christ to eat, when we think of the 
bread He has given us (John 6:32,35). 
How glad we ought to be to receive 
Him when a stranger (Eph. 2:13, 18, 
19), clothe Him when naked (Isa. 64:6; 
Rom. 3:13,14; Phil. 3:9), visit Him 
when sick (Lk. 1:68.78), or in prison 
(Lk. 4:18). 

V. 40—The real test whether or not 
we love God, is do we love the brethren 
(Mt. 12:50; Heb. 2:11; 3:14; 4:20)? 
The real test whether we love our 
brethren is, do we minister to their 
need (1 John 3:17)? Christ identifies 
Himself with the “least” of His breth- 
ren (v. 40). 

V. 41—If we do not listen to the 
“come” of Jesus now, we shall have to 
listen to His “depart” hereafter. 

“Blessed of my Father” (v. 34) but 
not cursed of my Father (v. 41); the 
cursed cursed themselves (John 5:40). 

V. 41—The kingdom had been pre- 
pared for the righteous, but the fire 
had not been prepared for the wicked, 
but “for the devil and his angels.” The 
wicked go there simply because they 
choose to cast in their lot with the 
devil and therefore must share his des- 
tiny. They were not doomed for some 
evil they had done, but because of some 
good they had neglected to do. 

V. 46—Evidently the punishment of 
the wicked lasts as long as the reward 
of the righteous—“eternal.” 

The whole question of whether it is 
eternal punishment or eternal life turns 
upon what we do with Christ, as shown 
by what we do toward those that be- 
long to Him.

ing the Passover. But, finally, they 
not only arrested Him but put Him 10 
death during the feast. Jesus knew 
better than they did. 


_ V. 183—The epitaph of many a Chris- 
tian might be “She hath done what she 
could NOT.” 


V.15—"“‘Still as of old, man by himself is 





priced. 
For thirty pieces Judas sold Himself, not Christ.” 


V. 39—His sinless spirit was begin- 
ning to feel the burden of man’s guilt 
and the tearing agony of separation 
from the Father, necessitated by man’s 
sin. 


Not a prayer for deliverance from 
the Cross. He dreaded that but never 
drew back (John 12:27,28). Moreover 
we are taught in the Word, not only 
that the Father always heard Jesus 
(John 11:41-42), but that He was heard 
in this specific case (Heb. 5:7), and 
when a prayer is heard, the very thing 
asked is given (1 John 5:14-15). Je- 
sus got what He asked for. He was 
dying of agony, then and there (v. 38), 
and God strengthened Him (Lk. 22:48), 
the cup passed on to the appointed hour 
when He was to hang on the cross. 


V. 40—The sleep of the disciples was 
natural but not excusable. It was a 
fulfillment of prophecy—“I looked for 
comforters, but I found none.” (Ps. 69: 
20; Mt. 26:56). 


But Jesus gained the victory there in 
the garden, and when all the forces of 
hell swept up against Him on the Cross, 
He repelled them and triumphed (Col. 
2:14-15). If your cross is too heavy to 
bear, it is because you don’t have 
enough prayer in Gethsemane. 


Three times does Jesus meet the Fa- 
ther with the same cry before victory 
is won. What a rebuke to those who 
would have us believe that it is a lack 
of faith to ask for the same thing a 
second time. 


The victorious Man of prayer is calm, 
but they flee. We, too, need the solemn 
warning: “Watch and pray that ye 
enter not into temptation.” 


The Christian who is watching and 
praying has no need to fear the out- 
come (1 Cor. 10:12,18; 2 Pet. 2:9). 


Jesus in the hour of His greatest or- 
deal, in the hour of this tremendous ex- 
perience, betook Himself to His knees; 
He bowed Himself in prayer. And, 
we, like our Master, are often found in 
“sorrow” and there looms in front of 
us experiences under which we shall 
be utterly unable to stand erect. In 
such a time where, in all this world, is 
there any place where help may be ex- 
pected to be found except in the place 
of prayer?
